‘/THE vicious cycle of rush-to-defense 

and then rush-to-defenselessness has 
been our past policy,” declared Brig. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
U.S.A., in an address to the National Re- 
publican Club in New York city on Jan. 
12. He outlined the possibility of Ameri- 
ca’s becoming involved in another war, 
described as greater than ever. 

The fact that America is not living up to 
the 5-5-3 ratio established at the Disarma- 
ment Conference was stressed by ‘Rear 
Adm. W. A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, U.S.N., at the same meet- 
ing, which discussed “The Peace Basis of 
National Defense.”

VIEW OF THE SOLDIER 


“The average American conceives na- 
tional defense only in the form of a large 
standing army and navy. Assuming 
America to be somewhat isolated, he feels 
that time will always be available to raise 
the necessary armed forces. The Ameri- 
ran soldierman has no such conception of 
hational defense. 

“Experience, coupled with a careful 
nalysis of the history of nations, espe- 
tially our own, demonstrates these as the 
rital attributes of national defense: 

“Patriotism versus foreign affiliations: 
‘itizenship duty versus local and self- 
nterest; the mental, moral and physical 
standard of citizens; citizen soldiery, or- 
kanized and trained man power directed 
ty experienced leaders versus a collection 
wf patriotic individuals inexperienced in 
the fundamentals of ‘war, and organized 
industrial resources versus individual 
Wealth and raw materal.

SHENANDOAH, TORN FROM MAST 


BY GALE, FIGHTS WAY TO SAFETY 





AFTER a fierce nine-hour night battle 

against a gale which at times reached 
a velocity of 72 miles, accompanied by a 
perfect deluge of rain, the U.S. airship 
Shenandoah, which was torn from her 
mooring mast at Lakehurst, N.J., at 7.30 
p-m., Jan. 16, with a crew of 22 aboard, 
returned safely to her base at 4.24 a.m., 
Jan. 17. Not a man of her gallant crew 
was injured during the remarkable and 
thrilling battle of the airship against the 
vicious elements, while the doughty ship 
herself, so far as a hasty inspection made 
early on Jan. 17 revealed, sustained only 
minor injuries. 

The metal cap on the nose of the ship, 
placed there to fit to the mooring mast, was 
ripped off, two forward gas bags of helium 
were ripped, the covering of the upper fin 
was ripped off and was tangled about the 
rudder, and the outer skin of the ship was 
damaged. 

Capt. Anton Heinen, the pilot, and a 
Zeppelin expert, was able to keep the ship 
in control at all times, from five minutes 
after she broke away, and that it could 
safely withstand so severe a test is a splen- 
did testimonial to the skill and judgment 
of the officers and men and of the fine con- 
struction work on the huge airship. 

Capt. Heinen, the pilot, in telling the 
story of the flight, declared that only for 
the first five minutes after she broke loose 
from the mast was the ship in imminent 
danger of being destroyed. 

“T do not believe any other ship in 
which I have flown would have gone 
through successfully the gale she did last 
night.” Capt. Heinen said. “I knew that 
the ship was going to have a trying time 
in the gale that came up, but I was not 
prepared for this sudden ride through the 
storm. I was in the control car with Lt. 
Comdr. Mayer, Lt. Comdr. Dean, Lt. E. 
H. Kincaid. Lt. Comdr. Maurice Pearce 
and Sergt. Brown. 


LIGHTENED AIRSHIP 


“The first indication of trouble came 
when the ship jolted heavily. Quickly it 
dawned upon us that we were heading for 
the ground. There had been nothing to 
warn us that we had broken loose, but we 
were close to the tree tops on the west 
side of the field When we dropped water 
ballast and three fuel tanks, each of which 
contained forty gallons of gasolene. We 
had to lighten her in a hurry to avoid hit- 
ting the trees. 

“Despite this bad start, we had the ship 
under perfect control within five minutes 
after we broke from the mast. From then 


on we were in absolutely no danger. Lt. 
Mayer soon found out what had happened. 

“We ran with the storm in the general 
direction of New York. I let her go, with 
all engines. in that direction and climbed 
to an altitude of about 1,500 feet. We 
maintained that altitude most of the way. 
When we were riding over the metropolitan 
district we were on the starboard side of 
the storm. Things began to clear and the 
fog lifted, so we changed the course 4s we 
cruised over Staten Island and started 
back for the field.” 

Although he was in command during the 
flight and directed every maneuver that 
was employed to bring the ship back to 
Lakehurst, Capt. Heinen modestly picked 
Lt. Comdr. R. G. Mayer as the hero of the 
trip. Comdr. Mayer was the inspection 
officer and his duties called for hig pres- 
ence at times in all parts of the ship. His 
clothing, whipped by the fury of the gale, 
the ship plunging and pitching, he strode 
the catwalks atop the dirigible and through 
the framework. It was he who made his 
perilous way forward and ascertained the 
fu!l extent of damage to the ship. Comdr. 
Pearce was second in command and re- 
mained at the control station near the 
relieve them. 

Capt. F. R. McCrary and Comdr. R. D. 
Weyerbacher, U.S.N., the executive officer, 
were not aboard when the Shenandoah 
broke loose. They were at dinner in the 
officers’ quarters. Capt. Heinen and Lt. 
Comdr. Pearce had just gone aboard to 
reileve them. 

Capt. McCrary and Comdr. Weyer- 
bacher had rushed from the dinner table 
when it was known that the ship had broke 
loose and the 400 ground crewmen had 
dashed out of their quarters at the rend- 
ing noise. They could do nothing, how- 
ever, and saw the ship disappear through 
the mist and wind. 

The ship rode with the wind to Newark. 

Telephone and telegraph wires around 
Lakehurst had been blown down by the 
storm and it was some time before officers 
could get information as to the ship’s 
whereabouts. After an hour’s anxious 
waiting Capt. McCrary at Lakehurst re- 
ceived a message from Comdr. Pearce 
which said:. “Everything O. K. We will 
ride out the storm.” 


FIGHTING THE STORM 


The Shenandoah was then over Newark. 
Her engines picked up better control and 
Capt. Heinen turned into the face of the 
storm. For a while it looked as if the

House Leader Would Move 
Infantry School to 
Fort D.A. Russell 


SERVICE LEADERS OPPOSE 





HE hearings before the War Depart- 

ment sub-committee of the Appropria- 
tions Committee have been the scene of 
direct conflict between the witnesses sum- 
moned by the committee and Mr. Madden, 
the chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee, who has seen fit to ‘appear be- 
fore the sub-committee. 

He was unable to appear in person be- 
ore the House Naval Committee, but did 
write a letter to the chairman in which he 
sought to secure legislation reducing the 
number of cadets at the Naval Academy, 

The first conflict came over the question 
of appropriations for permanent quarters 
for enlisted men at Fort Benning. It de- 
veloped before the committee that the en- 
listed men at Fort Benning are practically 
all living in tents. 

Chairman Madden insisted that there 
should be no appropriations for quarters 
at Fort Benning, and that the enlisted 
men or the organizations should be moved 
to Fort D. A. Russell, where he was in- 
formed there were quarters. The cost of 
moving the organizations now at Benniag 
to Fort D. A. Russell would be almost as 
much as that of building new quarters at 
Fort Benning. 

The witness before the committee de- 
clared that this move would destroy the 
Infantry School and completely disrupt 
the training plan of the War Department 
for the Army of the United States. Chair- 
man Madden, however, coutinued to in- 
sist that his idea be carried out. ‘The War 

Department has been laboring for years 
to secure a tactical disposition of the 
Army. Most of the older western posts 
were built during the Indian campaigns and 
are not situated so as to fit in with the 
policy of the War Department under the 
National Defense act. Fort D. A. Russell 
and a nimber of the western posts do not 
lend themselves to the war mobilization 
scheme using such posts in peace. 

It is reported that Mr. Madden may ap- 
pear before the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs and oppose the passage of 
the Department’s bill (H.R. 4820) for the 
amendment of the Pay act. It is stated 
that he has already given some of the mem- 
bers of the Military Committee to under- 
stand that he will strongly oppose the pro- 
visions of this bill which would put limi- 
tations to the authority of the Comptroller 
General. These limitations are considered 
necessary in order to confine the activities 
of the Comptroller General to constitu- 
tional limits. 


ENLISTED RESERVISTS 
SHOW AN INCREASE 


RECENT figures prepared in the War 

Department indicate that fie Enlisted 
Reserve Corps is gradually increasing. 
This is especially gratifying to the War 
Department. 

The total aggregate strength of the En- 
listed Reserve Corps as of recent date 
shows that 2,194 names are carried on the 
rolls. They are distributed among the nine 
corps areas as follows: Ist, 274; 2d, 480; 
Rd. 112: 4th. 198: 5th. 274; 6th, 248; 7th, 
251; Sth, 157; 9th, 250; total, 2,194. 
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PRESS DEPRIVES ARMY 
OF JAPANESE CREDIT 


Relief Work After Disaster 
Capably Administered 
by Army Officers 


TROOPS FIRST TO AID 


HE following has just been received 

from the Philippines. It is published 
because of the facts contained not hitherto 
brought out, and it shows the impres- 
sion existing in the country, that civil- 
ian relief bodies did the work, rather than 
the Army, to be erroneous. 

In a recent issue of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL there appeared an article 
relative to American relief work in Japan, 
but which, however, did not cover the re- 
lief work accomplished by Army officers 
working directly under War Department 
orders, nor have articles in the daily press 
taken this work into consideration. 

The work done consisted of two parts, 
that done so excellently for our nationals 
by Col. Charles ‘Burnett, Cav., U.S.A., 
our military attaché at Tokyo, and his 
assistants, and that done for the Japanese 
by the Army mission from the Philippines, 
headed by Brig. Gen. Frank R. McCoy. 

Yokohama, a city of some 500,000 peo- 

le, was utterly and completely destroyed ; 

okyo, the then fourth largest city in the 
world, was two-thirds destroyed. The 
losses were approximately 200,000 dead, 
50,000 wounded and 2,000,000 homeless. 

Immediately upon receipt of advice 
from the War Department, Maj. Gen. 
George W. Read, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippine Department, loaded the trans- 
port Merritt with available Quartermaster 
and Medical stores and departed for Yoko- 
hama with a contingent of commissioned 
officers, enlisted men, nurses of the Army 
and nurses and others provided by the In- 
sular Government. ‘The transport Meigs 
followed ia a few days. A small amount 
of supplies was sent by the Red Cross 
and Insular Government, but the great 
bulk on the Merritt and the Meigs con- 
sisted of Quartermaster and Medical 
gstores. ‘The supplies on the transport 
Somme, loaded and dispatched from San 
Francisco, were entirely from the War 
Department. 

Large shipments of Red Cross supplies 
were subsequently made and the Navy, 
with usual promptitude, had previously 
brought considerable quantities of supplies, 
but the American-Japanese Relief Mis- 
sion proper was distinctly a War Depart- 
ment affair, managed by Army officers for 
the distribution of Army supplies. 

Gen. Read’s mission having been ac- 
complished when the Merritt was un- 
loaded, he and staff returned to Manila. 
Under War Department orders, Brig. Gen. 
Frank R. McCoy was placed in command 
and he was also made director general of 
Red Cross activities. 

Gen. McCoy organized his forces with 
Col. G. T. Langhorne, chief of staff; Col. 
E. L. Munson, chief surgeon; Maj. Neill 
BE. Bailey, chief quartermaster. Lt. Col. 
D. W. Hand was placed in command of 
personnel and Lt. Col. Charles F. Morse 
in charge of the erection of hospitals. 

(With the entire destruction of all hos- 
pitals in the wiping out of some seventy 
square miles in the city of Tokyo; with an 
enormous number of homeless people in 
need of shelter, food and clothing, the re- 
quirements were obvious and pressing. At 
the same time, the situation was a very 
delicate one to handle. There was no pre- 
cedent to guide the Japanese officials. 
Tokyo was almost a sacred city; it was 
a closed port to foreign ships; the people 
were in a bewildered state of mind in the 
face of such an appalling catastrophe. 
The presence of foreigners in uniform, 
who could not speak their language and 
who did not know their customs, etc., 
might lead to very embarrassing situa- 
tions. 

The Japanese officials were anxious to 
meet the American officers more than half 
way. Conferences were held and by the 
exercise of great tact and diplomacy meth- 
ods of procedure were worked out by Gen. 
McCoy and staff which provided the neces- 
sary relief without friction or embarrass- 
ment. The American purpose was to 
make the distribution of supplies as near- 


ly in accordance with the wishes of the 
Japanese officials as possible. A definite 
policy toward that end was outlined and 
followed with few variations. Among 
other mattegs done under this policy a 
base hospital was erected upon a site do- 
nated by Prince Takamatsu. f 

The morning of the day the hospital 
was formally turned over to the Japanese 
officials the Prince Regent inspected it 
and expressed his appreciation. In the 
afternoon a hollow square, composed of 
American troops and nurses, Filipino 
nurses and Japanese Red Cross nurses, 
was formed. The American Ambassador, 
in a short speech, in the name of the 
American people, presented the hospital 
and supplies to Baron Ijuin, Foreign Min- 
ister, who accepted in the name of the 
Japanese people, whereupon the Ameri- 
can flag was slowly lowered, carefully fold- 
ed and then presented by Gen. McCoy to 
Baron Ijuin, who very feelingly accepted 
it as a lasting token of friendship between 
the two peoples. 

That evening the American officers and 
all personnel embarked on the transport 
Somme for Manila, with the exception of 
Gen. McCoy and staff, who remained for 
a few days to clear up the last of the busi- 


ness of the mission. 





79TH DIVISION GIVES 
$1,200 TO JAP RELIEF 


WELVE hundred dollars was recently 

raised among the officers of the 79th 
Division for the purpose of extending aid 
to the families of officers of the Japanese 
army who have suffered as a result of the 
recent disaster in Japan. This testimony 
of friendship and sympathy was not only 
appreciated by the families concerned, but 
indicates the cordial relations which have 
always existed between the American and 
Japanese armies. Following is the letter 
of acknowledgment from Col. K. Naka- 
mura, chief adjutant to the Minister of 
War, to Col. Edward Carpenter, chief of 
staff, headquarters of the 79th Division: 

“IT wish to acknowledge with gratitude 
the receipt of your check for $1,200 rep- 
resenting the generous contribution made 
by the officers of your division for the 
specific purpose of extending aid to the 
families of the officers of the Japanese 
army who have suffered as a result of the 
recent disaster, together with the copy of 
your letter to Mr. M. Hanihara, Japanese 
Ambassador in America. 

“T want to assure you and the officers of 
your division through you that this prac- 
tical testimony of your sympathy and 
friendship wiil be highly appreciated not 
only by the suffering officers and their 
families, but also by the Japanese officers 
in general. 

“More, I hope you will see that this 
contribution of our brother officers of your 
division in addition to the American gen- 
eral relief work will have great effect of 
giving them strength to bear the heavy 
burden of grief and loss, and that friendly 
relations between the American and Japa- 
nese armies will be firmly cemented with 
everlasting bonds of sincerity, friendship 
and, good will shown by your spontaneous 
and immediate measures in bringing in a 
score of deep laden relief to succor the 
victims of the great calamity.” 

As a result a letter from the Depart- 
ment of State was transmitted “to the offi- 
cers of the division, a message from the 
Japanese Minister of War extending to 
them on behalf of the Japanese army offi- 
cers who suffered in the recent disaster, 
profound thanks for their evidence of sym- 
pathy and for the generous gift.” 

In transmitting this message the Com- 
manding General, 3d Corps Area, com- 
mended the spirit which prompted this ex- 
pression of cordial sympathy and expressed 
his satisfaction and pride in having an 
organization wiht such spirit under his 
command.

RULES OF HERALDRY 
FOR NATIONAL GUARD 


Chief of Militia Bureau 
Outlines Regulations 
for Units 


SIMILAR TO REGULARS 





M4%: GEN. GHORGE C. RICKARDS, 

Chief of the Militia Bureau of the 
War Department, has just issued a com- 
munication relating to the use of heraldic 
symbols for regimental colors, standards, 
coats of arms and insignia for the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves. The rules set 
forth embody those already issued by the 
War Department relating to organiza- 
tions of the Regular Army. 

The following are extracts from the 
communication issued by Gen. Rickards 
and give the principal facts relating to 
the subjects in question: 

1. Heraldic Symbols——wWith reference 
to the use of heraldic symbols on regimen- 
tal colors and standards, regimental coats 
of arms and regimental insignia, the fol- 
lowing information, prepared by the War 
Department, is furnished for the guidance 
of all concerned: 

(a) There are no actually designated 
or required heraldic devices to represent 
the several wars in which the United States 
has beea engaged. 

(b) Various devices are used. For the 
Revolutionary War a British lion, the 
cross of St. George (a red cross on white 
field), a pine tree (if a New England regi- 


ment), a rattlesnake coiled to strike, 
“Don’t tread on me” (if a Middle States 
regiment). 


For the War of 1812, a lion, a unicorn, the 
cross of St. George, a maple leaf. 

For the Mexican War, a cactus, a rattlesnake. 

For the Civil War, a saltire cross (from the 
Confederate flag), the various corps badges. 

For the Indian Wars, an arrow, or an arrow 
for each war 

For the Spanish War: In Cuba, a castle, a 
palm tree, oy the corps badge: in Porto Rico, 
a castle, a maltese cross: in the Philippines, a 
castle, a palm tree, or the corps badge. 

Philippine Insurrection, a palm _ tree, the 
Katapunan sun, a bolo (Luzon and Visayas), a 
kampilan (Moro), a kris (Moros of the Lake 
Lanao district) 

China Relief Expedition, a Chinese dragon. 


Mexican Border Service, a cactus, a rattle- 
snake. 
World War: The division shoulder sleeve 


insignia, fleur-de-lys, the heraldic devices of 
the French provinces, British, French, Canadian, 
Australian, devices for services in co-operation 
with those forces. 


NO CAMP DUTY 


(c) No device has been used to repre- 
sent camp duty in the United States dur- 
ing the Spanish War, as it is not cus- 
tomary to recount this sort of duty. 

(d) One more idea which must be very 
carefully kept in mind in the designing of 
a regimental coat of arms—the absolute 
accuracy of the history of the regiment. 
It may be that the regiment which fought 
at Chapultepec is not the same regiment 
which fought in the Argonne, although 
the trophy room of the armory may have 
a flint-lock gun exhibited along with a 
tin hat of recent date. As an illustration 
of this, there is no Cavalry regiment in 
the Regular Army which ean trace its 
history to the War of 1812, and but one 
company in the entire Regular Army can 
trace its history to the War of the Revo- 
lution, “Capt. Alexander Hamilton’s Train 
of Artillerists,” which was organized after 
the Loag Island campaign in 1776 and 
had its baptism of fire at White Plains, and 
which is now Battery D of the 5th Field 
Artillery. 

(e) In designing a regimental coat of 
arms it is by no means necessary to use 
the devices noted above exclusively. 

The Regimental Colors and Stand- 
ards.—(a) The regimental color or stand- 
ard will be of silk of the color of the fac- 
ings of the arm, corps, department or ser- 
vice. In the center will be embroidered 
the official badge or coat of arms of the 
regiment with the United States eagle as 
a supporter. Below the eagle will be a 
scroll bearing the official designation of 
the organization. The color or standard 
will be trimmed on three edges with a 
knotted fringe of yellow silk. When the 


facings are of two colors, the fringe wij] 
be of the piping color. 

(6) Each organization entitled to carry 
a color or standard is required to have 
coat of army or badge. As indicated aboye 
the shield will replace the United States 
shield on the eagle’s breast, the crest wil] 
replace the thirteen stars and glory aboye 
the eagle’s head, and the motto will replace 
the “e pluribus unum” on_ the ribbon 
scroll in the eagle’s beak. a badge js 
adopted instead of a coat of arms, it jg 
placed above the eagle’s head and the 
breast of the eagle is filled in with feathers 
This applies to all units of the Army, Reg. 
ular, Federalized National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves, and it is intendag 
that there shall be no change in the color 
or standard of a National Guard regime 
when it is called or drafted into the Fy. 
eral Servce. 

(c) Each regiment in the Regular Army 
will have its own individual crest. |) 
the National Guard all of the regiment 
of one state will have the same crest. Th 
crest for all of the regiments of the Organ. 
ized Reserves will be the Minute Man, th 
statue of Capt. John Parker which face 
the Common in Lexington, Mass. The 
Minute Man is the American Cincinnatus 
the citizen soldier. 

(d) On the large scroll below the eagle 
appears the name of the regiment. Thus 
on the color of a Regular regiment is “34 
Regiment —Infantry.” For a National 
Guard regiment this will be supplemented 
by the state or the old designation, thus 
“107th (7th N.Y.) Regiment—Infantry.” 
For an Organized Reserve regiment the 
designation will be the same as that of a 
Regular regiment, thus “314th Regiment— 
Infantry.” 

(e) All regimental colors of the Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves will 
bear crests, but when the regiment has not 
yet completed its coat of arms or adopted 
its motto the shield will be omitted and 
the eagle’s breast will be feathered and 
the motto scroll in the eagle’s beak will 
be left blank. On the completion of the 


shield and motto they will be added to 
the color. 
3. The Regimental Coat of Arms— 


The*coat of arms or badge to be used on 
the organization color or standard must be 
approved by the Secretary of ‘War in or- 
der to become official and the following 
rules have been drawn up in connection 
therewith: 


SHOW COMBAT FEAT 


The most important thing to show is 
the greatest combat feat of the unit in its 
history, no matter when it occurred. If 
there is some one outstanding achievement, 
that should be made the basis of the coat 
of arms and everything else could well be 
omitted. 

If there is no such pre-eminent deed, 
then consider the organization’s combat 
history and select the most important wars, 
giving special prominence to the most an- 
cient, and particularly to the one in which 
it received its baptism of fire. 

For old organizations which at one time 
had a different iasignia from that now 
used, such insignia could advantageously 
be used, thereby showing the long record 
of the regiment. ‘The insignia now wom 
on the uniform should aot be used on 3 
coat of arms. 

Before taking up the actuaT design of 
the arms for any National Guard regi- 
ment the State Adjutant General should 
be called upon for all information as to 
its descent in his possession or in that of 
the regiment. 

4. Regimental Insignia.—(a) As ! 
means of promoting esprit de corps and 
keeping alive historical tradition each reg 
iment of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and Organized Reserves may adopt 
and wear as a part of the uniform a dis 
tinctive badge or trimming. (A.R. 

40, pagargaph 46.) 

‘ he wearing of a distinctive badge or 
trimming on the uniform is limited to 
color-bearing organizations, i.e., to regi- 
ments and independent battalions or their 
equivalent, such as Tank battalions, Am- 
munition trains, or Air Service groups. 

The distinctive badge or trimming must 
be approved by the War Department be 
fore it can be worn by the regiment. 

In view of the present necessity for ecoD- 
omy, the expense incurred through the 
adoption of a regimental badge or distinc- 
tive trimming cannot be met by the Gov- 
ernment. If a badge or trimming is au- 
thorized for a regiment it becomes a part 
of its uniform and as such must be worn 
by all its personnel, both commissioned 
and enlisted.

SHENANDOAH ADRIFT; 
FIGHTS WAY TO SAFETY

Shenandoah would beat her way back to 
Lakehurst. 

She made her way back to Cranford and 
Westfield. plunging her nose dowaward 
and raising it again. At Westfield people 
on the streets saw the ship some 400 feet 
above them and cheered her on. 

Back over Newark the ship was blown. 
Over Kearny meadows, south of Newark, 
the ship hovered for fialf an hour. 

Over Bayonne and the bay the gale blew 
the ship. Meanwhile she was exchanging 
messages with the shore stations. 

“How are you?” Lakehurst asked. 

“Everything’s fine,” Comdr. Pearce sent 
back. 

“Can you make it?’ was another query. 

“Holding our own with four engines run- 
ning,” responded the commander. 

Capt. Heinen planned to make his stand 
over Staten Island. With all six engines 
running he headed the ship into the wind. 
‘With the hole in her bow, the Shenandoah 
might have been wrecked by the winds, but 
it was a chance. 

Governors Island sent up rockets to 
guide the Shenandoah. All the search- 
lights in New York threw up their beams 
to aid. Above the lights on the hills of 
Staten Island the Shenandoah plunged 
against the wind for more than thirty 
minutes. Now she gained and again she 
lost ground to the gale. Finally, the wind 
dropped a bit and the moon came out and 
the ship began slowly to fly back toward 
Bayonne. 

At midnight the ship was over South 
Amboy. From there she fought her way 
steadily back to Lakehurst, arriving there 
at 3.20 o’clock a.m. Thirty-six flood lights 
welcomed her return home and 400 sailors 
stood on the ground to receive her. One 
perched up in the top of the swaying moor- 
ing mast, had given the signal that set off 
a shrill whistle which notified the sailors 
that the giant ship was coming back. 

Sailors grabbed the cables and brought 
the ship to earth and got her safely in the 
hangar. 

The members of the crew, laughing and 
joking with their comrades as the ship 
had been made fast. went to their barracks. 
They joked with the men who had to sit up 
all night, while they. as one of them ex- 
pressed it, “took a little jaunt.” 


PERSONNEL ON SHIP 


The airship had been fastened to the 
mooring mast for the past four days as a 
test in preparation for the coming polar 
trip. Her crew has been divided into three 
shifts of eight hours each, ascending to 
the airship and descending to the ground 
through the elevator that runs up and 
down through the great mast. 

At the time the Shenandoah broke loose 
the following officers and men were on 
board: Lt. Comdr. Maurice G. Pearce. 
Lt. Comdr. J. 1... Deam, Lt. E. H. Kin- 
eaid, Lt. R. G. Mayer, Radio Gunzer J. L. 
Robertson : Capt. Anton Heinen, pilot; Mr. 
Burgess of the Bureau of Aeronautics: 
(Charles H. Brown, Lester K. Coleman, 
Frank K. Mooreman, John C. Brennan, 
Wilfred J. Roy. William H. Stratley. Pas- 
quale Bettio, Franklin S. Master, Ervin 
P. Reed, Clarence D. Estridge, all enlisted 
men of the Navy; Sergts. Brown, Hors- 
hortz and Mackiewicz and Corpl. Duglas 
of the Army; 

Capt. Heinen, the pilot. and Comdr. 
Weyerbacher, first in command, had alter- 
nated in spending four-hour periods on 
board the ship. It was Capt. Heinen’s 
turn at the wheel at the time the big ship 
was torn loose. 


REPORT FROM LAKEHURST ° 


The following dispatch from the com- 
manding officer of the Lakehurst Naval Air 
Station was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment on Jan. 17: 

“Shenandoah safely housed in hangar. 
Her battered condition is sufficient evi- 
dence of a wonderful piece of airmanship 
and judgment on the part of the officers 
and men on board. A detailed report of 
her condition will be made after a thor- 
ough examination. In general, her pres- 
ent condition is as follows: Gas cells de- 


flated. ‘Large section of outer cover gone 
from starboard bow. Many holes in outer 
cover. Upper stabilizing fin collapsed. 


Large hole in bow and collapsed upper fin 
made steering very difficult.” . 


PRAISE FROM SECRETARY DENBY 


Secretary Denby on Jan. 17 announced 
that he intends to send a commendatory 
letter to the officers and men of the ship 


as soon as a full report of the trip is re. 
received. 

The Secretary said: “The midnight 
flight of the Shenandoah has demonstrated 
what the Navy Department has always be. 
lieved: First, that the mooring facilities 
are adequate in most unusual weather ; see. 
ond, that so long as an airship is fueled 
and provisioned she is safe in her natura] 
element—the air. 

“As soon as we learned that her ey. 
gines were turning over we had no cause 
for alarm. Of course, there were possi- 
bilities of- an ugly character due to the 
fact that the ship broke away from her 
mast, and we did not know whether or 
not the fabric on the nose of the ship had 
been torn away. If it had been, it might 
have been difficult to fly her into the wind, 
and it was necessary at least to quarter jp 


the wind to get back to Lakehurst. As it 
turned out, the fabric was not torn, th 
mooring ring having been broken. As fa 


as we know, the ship weathered the severey 
gale any other ship has encountered at ; 
mooring mast. We have records of rigids 
riding out sixty miles, and even more. 

“The Shenandoah held until the wind 
reached sixty-eight miles velocity. Then 
she took the air just exactly as a ship 
slips her cable in a harbor and put to sea 
to ride out bad weather. The demonstra- 
tion of the ship’s airworthiness hag been 
most striking, and the demonstration of 
the skMll and ability of her officers and 
men is no less pleasing. From all our in- 
formation, it may be asserted with posi- 
tive certainty, that there is hardly a possi- 
bility that this ship will encounter in her 
arctic expedition any test so severe as that 
she has already met successfully.” 





U.S.S. TACOMA RUNS ON 


REEF NEAR VERA CRUZ 
HE U.S. light cruiser Tacoma, Capt. 

H. G. Sparrow, while en route from 
Galveston to Vera Cruz, Mexico, ran 
aground on Blanquilla reef, sixteen miles 
from Vera Cruz, at 6.40 a.m., Jan. 16. She 
at once sent out S.O.S. messages for im- 
dediate help. She lies broadside on the 
reef in two fathoms of water, and was 
forced on by a strong norther, according 
to a brief message to the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby at once or- 
dered the light cruiser Richmond from 
Paaama to go to the assistance of the 
Tacoma, but it will take her three days to 
get to the scene of the disaster. A tug 
was standing by the Tacoma. but at last 
accounts heavy seas prevented her from 
getting near enough to render aid in en- 
deavoring to get the Tacoma into deep 
water. 

A wrecking tug has been detached from 
the fleet in the vicinity of Panama, and 
also tugs.from Key West and Pensacola, 
to assist in efforts to float the Tacoma. 

It is not known whether the lights which 
ordinarily are displayed on Blanquilla reef 
had been extinguished when the Tacoma 
struck. A short time ago, however, the 
Hydrographic Office sent out warnings to 
navigators that the lights were out in the 
vicinity of Tampico. 

The Tacoma was bound for Vera Cru 
and other ports along the coast to give 
protection to American shipping in view 
of the interruption of the Vera Cruz com 
munications. She was to be used as 4 
naval communications ship at Vera Cruz 
and was sent from Galveston on Sunday 
at the request of the State Department.

NAVAL OBSERVATORY 
ISSUES ANNUAL REPORT 


IGHLY technical is the report of Reat 
Adm. W. D. MacDougall, U.S.N., su" 
perintendent of the U.S. Naval Observa- 
tory, Washington, D.C., to the Chief % 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, for the fisc@ 
year, which was made public on Dee. 31. 
The report covers the flashing of time 
signals by naval radio stations at Annape 
lis, Md.; Arlington, Va., and Key West 
Fla., and their further wide distributio 
by the Western Union and Postal Tele 
graph companies, as well as the astrm 
nomical experiments, calculations and ¢& 
periments conducted by the Observatory. 
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SPECIAL WASHINGTON SERVICE NEWS LETTER 


\VHILE the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, to quote Acting Chair- 
man McKenzie, has under consideration 
“the question as to whether the Comp- 
troller or the President is at the head of 
the Federal Government,” Chairman Mad. 
den has introduced a bill which, if passed, 
will decide the question in favor of the 
Comptroller General. Mr. Madden’s bill 
(H.R. 4976) provides: 

“That disbursing officers shall make no 
payments of any claim or class of claims 
or any account whatsoever, wherever the 
Comptroller General of the United States 
has by regulation or decision otherwise 
directed the method of payment, and all 
branches of the government are hereby 
required and directed to comply with such 
regulations or decisions —end of quote, 
and end of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments, as far as real administrative func- 
tion are concerned, if this bill passes. The 
members of the Cabinet could then devote 
themselves to social affairs and let the 
clerks run the departments. 

The introduction of this bill is not a 
mere gesture on the part of Mr. Madden. 
He has thrown his influence as chairman 
of the super-Appropriations Committee be- 
hind the Comptroller General. Mr. Mad- 
den is in earnest and declares that he will 
appear before the House Committee on 
Judiciary and ask that the bill be report- 
ed out. Then he will endeavor to secure 
its passage at this session. 


WATCHFULNESS NEEDED 


SOME time ago, when it was stated ia 

these columns that a powerful group 
of Congressmen was supporting the 
Comptroller General in his policy of re- 
ducing the pay and allowances of officers 
and men of-the Services, doubt was ex- 
pressed in certain quarters of the correct- 
ness of this view. Aggrieved officers and 


men have received sympathetic hearings 
from members of Congress. They have 
been given assurances that legislation 


would be passed curbing the authority of 
the Comptroller General. But when the 
Department agreed upon a very mild meas- 
ure which would give slight relief from 
the oppressive decisions of the Comptroller 
General it was attacked viciously at the 
first session of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee when it came up for consideration. 
It is now stated that the bill as submitted 
by the Department, with a letter from the 
four members of the Cabinet, will not be 
passed in present form. 
the committee are now planning to take 
the teeth out of it and give the Comp- 
troller General a playful little pat on the 
wrist. 


PRESIDENT ROBBED OF FUNCTIONS 


‘THE Services should not be deceived by 
the kind assurances of the members of 
Congress. The leaders in Congress are 
endeavoring to take over functions for- 
merly exercised by the Executive Depart- 
ments. President Wilson understood what 
was really behind the measure. When he 
saw that the Comptroller General was 
taken from under the control of the Chief 
Executive and put under the control of 
Congress he vetoed the bill. President 
Harding, who with his kindly disposition 
Was constantly trying to placate Congress, 
yielded when he signed the Budget law. 

It is extremely doubtful whether Presi- 
dent Coolidge would have surreadered this 
function of administration if the bill had 
been before him. Sooner or later some 
President will join issues with Congress and 
insist on the repeal of the act. But through 
the Comptroller General, Congress will 
continue to extend its authority over the 
Executive Departments until it is estopped 
either by the courts or by an Executive 
who will insist upon exercising the au- 
thority granted him by the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

Chairman Madden made it plain that 
he holds strong convictions on this mat- 
ter when he was questioned as fo the scope 
of his bill. ™ 

“Do you not think that your bill is 
tather broad and that it confers extraordi- 
lary authority on the Comptroller Gea- 
tral?” was asked. 

“Not a bit of it,” 
Madden with emphasis. “It is not any 
broader than it should be. The Comp- 
troller General is placed there to super- 
_ the expenses of the government, and 
te should have the authority to do so. He

EFFECT OF MADDEN’S BILL 


‘THE question naturally arises, What 

will the passage of the bill submitted 
by the departments amount to if Congress 
should enact Mr. Maddea’s bill into law? 
It will be noted that the bill provides that 
the department shall be governed not only 
by the decisions of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, but by any regulation that he may 
make. He can make regulations that will 
govern the disbursing officers of the Ser- 
vices without regard to the decisions of 
the President or the members of his cabi- 
net. Even if this bill should not pass, it 
clearly indicates that the Comptroller 
General is under the direction of a group 
of members of Congress of which Chair- 
man Madden is the leader. It is éxtreme- 
ly doubtful whether any bill that will cor- 
rect the vicious decisions of the Comp- 
troller General can be enacted into law 
with such powerful opposition. 

Chairman Madden plans to appear be- 
fore the House Committee on Judiciary 
and urge a favorable report on his bill. 
There is no doubt that he intends to use 
the power of his position as chairman of 
the super-Appropriations Committee to 
secure the enactment of legislation extend- 
pon the authority of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, 


PAY ACT AMENDMENTS 


HERE is evidence of an attempt to re- 

port out the Departments’ bill amend- 
ing the Pay act at an early date. The 
purpose of this is to prevent any amend- 
ment of the bill in the committee. There 
are a number of meritorious amendments 
which have not been recommended by the 
Departments, but have been introduced by 
members of Congress. 

One bill (H.R. 5097), introduced by 
Representative Hull of Iowa, to equalize 
the pay of retired officers, is of special 
merit and has many supporters both in 
the Senate and in the House. The text 
of the bill is a strong argument for its 
passage. It is a straightforward appeal 
te the sense of justice and fairplay of 
Congress. It provides “that the retired 
pay of officers and warrant officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey and Public 
Health Service, who were retired on or 
before June 30, 1922, shall not be less 
than that provided for officers and warrant 
officers of these Services retired subse- 
quent to that date; provided, that nothing 
in this act shall operate to reduce the pay 
of any officer now on the retired list.” 


RETIRED PAY INJUSTICE 


HE provisions of the Pay act which 

make two rates for retired officers was 
adopted on the floor of the House in the 
heat of debate when only the enemies of 
the Services knew the effect of the amend- 
ment. It was one of a number of jokers 
which those who were attempting to de- 
feat any legislation for the readjustment 
of Service Pay were able to slip into the 
bill when the supporters of the measure 
were willing to make small concessions to 
obtain prompt action. The amendment 
would have been defeated on the floor of 
the House if it had been generally known 
that it discriminated so unjustly against 
so many officers of long and distinguished 
service. 

In the list of those who were discrimi- 
nated against were two Army officers who 
held the grade of major general and sev- 
enty who were brigadier generals in the 
World ‘War. Eighty officers in the list 
won the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
thirteen the Distinguished Service Cross 
for valor, and fifty-one the Distinguished 
Service Medal. In the Navy there are 
twenty to whom the Navy Cross has been 
awarded and two who received distin- 
guished medals. In the Coast Guard there 
are two who have received the Silver 
Medal and Silver Life-Saving Medal, two 
the Gold Medal, one a Silver Medal and 
seventeen the Bronze Medal. Some of the 
officers affected had service running back 
as far as the Civil War, the Spanish War 
and the Philippine Insurrection. Several 


hundred of the officers affected by the un- 
just amendment came back to active ser- 
vice during the World War, releasing 
younger officers for field service. 

These officers are not asking for any 
special favors. They are asking for sim- 
ple justice, and the members of the com- 
mittee who are opposed to the bill realize 
that if it ever comes to the floor again it 
will be passed. An attempt is being made 
to smother it in the committee. Its right 
place is on the Departments’ bill (HJR. 
4820), providing for an amendment to the 
Pay act. This no doubt accounts for the 
effort to speed up the consideration of the 
Departments’ bill so as to prevent any at- 
tempt to incorporate the Hull bill in gen- 
eral legislation for the amendment of the 
Pay act. 





McKENZIE TO QUIT CONGRESS 


ALTHOUGH Representative McKeazie, 

the ranking member on the Military 
Committee, is so popular in the district 
that he could stay in Congress for the rest 
of his life, he has announced that he will 
not be a candidate for another term. It 
is stated that there is not a semblance of 
opposition to him in his own party and 
the Democrats will put up a man to keep 
up their party organization. Mr. McKen- 
zie is not quitting because he fears de- 
feat. If someone would start a fight on 
him he would probably go out to meet 
him. 

*The announcement has brought a storm 
of protest not only from his own district, 
but from colleagues in Congress. He is 
immensely popular in Congress, even 
among the Democrats on the other side 
of the House. It is unnecessary to state 
that as far as the Army and Navy are con- 
cerned Mr. McKenzie “will be absent with- 
out leave,” if he retires from Congress at 
this time. He has never asked anything 
from the Army and Navy. He has simply 
taken up the question of national defense 
and considered it from a broad standpoint. 
He never served any special interest in 
or out of the Navy, but met all questions 
courageously and fearlessly. 

The nation simply cannot spare him, 
and something should be done to induce 
him to reconsider his determination to 
leave Congress. 





GROWTH OF 0O.B.C. 


DESPITE the lack of funds for ade- 

quate training camps and for active 
duty for Reserve officers the O.R.C. is ea- 
joying a healthy growth. It is now ap- 
proaching the 85,000 mark in its develop- 
ment. At this rate there will soon be as 
many officers in the Reserve Corps of the 
Army as there are enlisted men in the 
Navy. Eventually the number of Reserve 
officers will exceed the number of enlisted 
men in the Regular Army. ‘The project 
of the War Department is for as many 
Reserve officers in time of peace as were 
commissioned in the emergency force. The 
total of officers in the Army was approach- 
ing 200,000 when the .Armistice was 
signed. 

The Officers’ Reserve Corps is not oaly 
increasing in strength, but it is expand- 
ing its activities. The Organized Reserve 
Headquarters are rapidly becoming real 
schools of instruction for officers. The 
work that is taken up in summer training 
camps is being continued in many of these 
headquarters. Some of the more active 


units have weekly conferences or studies. 
Here is a typical monthly program for 
Organized Reserve units. It is for the 
organizations which are located in Wash- 
ington and the District¥of Columbia:

NAVAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 


[TX view of what is regarded in the Navy 
Department as the light sentence which 
was given the officers of the seven wrecked 
destroyers, considerable surprise was ex- 
pressed at the dismissal of Lt. Comdr. 
George T. Swasey, jr., U.S.N., who was 
convicted of “conduct contrary to good 
order and discipline.” According to the 
press reports, Comdr. Swasey was guilty 
of intoxication and engaged in a rough- 
and-tumble fight with policemen. 

While there is no inclination in the De- 
partment to excuse Comdr. Swasey for his 
misconduct, the effect of it upon Congress 
will be of no benefit to the Navy. Con- 
gress can only see that here is an officer, 
guilty of a police court offense which en- 
tailed no loss of life or property, who is 
dismissed from the Navy. ‘The matter 
has already been commented.upon in Con- 
gress. One member remarked that the 
Navy “has a curious system of adminis- 
tering justice.. An officer is dismissed 
for what used to be known as a ‘common 
drunk’ in a police court, while others are 
given no real punishment for what would 
be regarded in civil life as criminal negli- 
gence. Some one ought to be held account-: 
able for the great loss of life and prop- 
erty in the wreck of the destroyers.” 

There are still before the Secretary of 
the Navy nine cases growing out of the 
wreck of the destroyers. The papers have | 
been reviewed by the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral and the Bureau of Navigation and it 
is expected that the comments of the Sec- 
retary, the Judge Advocate General and 
the Bureau of Navigation will be given out 
in the near future. The fact that the 
court found nine of the ofncers on the 
stroyers not guilty “will not prevent the 
Secretary of the Navy and the reviewing 
a from commenting upoa the ver- 

ict. 

Judging from the comments upon the 
verdict in the cases of Capt. ‘Watson and 
Comdr. Hunter, the announcement from the 
Department is not likely to be very com- 
plimentary. The officers who were tried 
‘but not convicted by the court were the 
navigator of the Delphy, the commanders 
of the two divisions of the squadron and 
the captains of six other destroyers. 





TROUBLE WITH OIL 


HE oil which is being used in the Die- 

sel engines of the Navy is not proving 
satisfactory. There appears to be too 
large a sulphur content or some other in- 
gredient which is corroding the engines. 
It has become apparent that some stand- 
ard must be adopted for oil to be used in 
Diesel engines. 

To obtain a satisfactory oil for Diesel 
engines the Navy Department is conduct- 
ing an investigation. It is proposed to 
develop a test for Diesel oil that must be 
complied with by the concerns who do 
business with the Navy Department.

ORGANIZATION GROWING 


ACCORDING. to plans which are now 
being perfected, an intensive member- 
ship campaign will shortly be launched 
to enroll all Marines in the Marine Corps 
League. } 

The objects of the organization. whose 
membership is extended to all Marines 
who in times of war or peace wore the 
uniform of the United States Marine, are 
to preserve the traditions of the Marine 
Corps, and so to band the members to- 
gether in fellowship that they may be ef- 
fective in promoting the ideals of Ameri- 
can freedom and democracy which they 
have ever defended. 

In his message to members of the Ma- 
rine Corps League, Maj. John A. Lejeune, 
who is national commander of the organi- 
zation, says: : 

“*Once a Marine, always a Marine,’ is 
the guiding principle as well as the slo- 
gan of the Marine Corps League, and the 
word ‘Marine’ whenever used in corre- 
spondence pertaining to the league will 
include former Marines as well as Ma- 
rines now in the Service. 

“This league has for its object the ce- 
menting of the ties which bind Marines 
everywhere to the corps of which they once 
were active members. 

“It is non-political and is in no sense 
a competitor or a rival of any of the other 
veteran organizations. 

“There are many, however, who are not 
eligible for membership in any veteran 
organization by reason of the fact that 
they did not serve either in the Spanish- 
American War or the World War. This 
number will increase rapidly as each year 
goes by, and the Marine Corps League 
was established in order that all Marines, 
no matter when or where they served, 
might have the opportunity to get together 
and renew their association with the dear 
old corps which they have served so faith- 
fully and so well.

9TH COAST ART., N.Y.N.G., 
MADE A 155-MM. UNIT 


FOLLOWING the review of the 9th 
Coast Defense Command, N.Y.N.G., 
Col. John J. Byrne, in its armory in New 
York city, Jan. 9, by Maj. Gen. Charles W. 
Berry, commanding the National Guard of 
the state, Col. Byrne ordered the regiment 
to form in mass in front of the reviewing 
box to listen to some important remarks 
from the general. Gen. Berry informed 
the command that it would be transformed, 
by orders of the War Department, from 
a coast defense command into a 155-mm. 
mobile gun unit. 

This should be good news to the com- 
mand, as it is believed that its members 
prefer to be a mobile unit rather than one 
serving in a coast fortification. Besides, 
the experience of fhe late war has shown 
the advantages and the necessity of hav- 
ing numerous heavy gun mobile units. 

Gen. Berry complimented the 9th on its 
honorable record and referred to the fact 
that it was one of the regiments which in 
the Civil War enlisted for three years and 
received replacements at the front instead 
of going home to recruit. The general’s 
remarks were highly appreciated. 

For the review the command was prompt- 








ly formed at the appointed time under di- 
rection of Adj. J. G. Phelps Stokes and 
presented a handsome appearance. The 
men were steady and the 1 arching move- 
ments were executed with snap. Although 
the War Department some time ago gave 
notice that bright buttons for uniform 
coats would be issued, none could be pro- 
cured on requisition, so the regiment itself 
went to work and polished the buttons now- 
on its uniforms, and this gave the command 
quite a smart appearance. 

During the evening parade the maaual 
wags exceptionally good. It is interesting 
to note that the flag lowered at retreat was 
one used by the regiment in the Civil War. 
During the ceremony the 374th Co., Capt. 
W. D. Wood, was ordered to the front and 
was presented with a handsome cup won 
in shooting. 

The regiment during the evening made 
a highly commendable appearance and 
visiting officers present were very much 
impressed with the ceremonies and the no- 
table improvement of the regiment. 

‘Among the special guests present in ad- 
dition to Gen. Berry and his staff were 
Princess de Braganza of Portugal, Cols. A. 
H. Huguet, J. C. Goodfellow, W. O. Ste- 
phenson, Maj.

NEW ARMY OF THE SERBS, 
CROATS AND SLOVENES 


‘THE new army budget drawn up by the 

Government of the Kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes (popularly 
known as Jugoslavia) has just been ap- 
proved by the Commission on Military Af- 
fairs of the Parliament. 

This budget amounts to 2,039,001,416 
dinars (roughly about $20,000,000). Of 
this sum 117,109,808 dinars forms the na- 
val budget. The peace strength of the 
army is fixed at 112,600 officers and men. 
The number of officers (line officers, band- 
masters, military surgeons, veterinaries 
and chaplains) is 7,896. 

The amount provided for the aviation 
service is not large, being only 38,270,000 
dinars, but in November last the Parlia- 
ment voted a supplementary military credit 
of 800,000,000 dinars for army material, 
of which 150,000,000 dinars are still avail- 
able and of which the aviation service will 
probably receive a share. 

The French Government also opened 
recently for the Jugoslav State a credit of 
300,000,000 frances for the purchase in 
France of war material and some of this 
will be available this year for the pur- 
chase of material for the aviation service. 
In view of the fact that Jugoslavia pos- 
sesses no war navy the defense of the 
coast against naval attack consists of 
coast artillery and military airplanes. 

The duration of the military service in 
Jugoslavia is one year and a half. Every 
eighteen months, therefore, over 100,000 
men pass into the first “ban” of the re- 
serve, and some years later these pass into 
the second “ban.” In ten years the coun- 
try will thus be able to create a reserve 
army of 750,000 men.

No Election on the First 
Ballot for the Bureau 
at Monaco 





AMERICA SEEKS A PLACE 





‘THE result of the first ballot has been 
announced by cable in the international 
election to fill the vacancy on the Direct- 
ing Committee of the International Hydro- 
graphic Bureau at Monaco. No election 
resulted as no candidate received the nec- 
essary 61 votes out of the total of 120 
votes of the twenty-one countries compris- 
ing the membership of the bureau. The 
summary of the votes shows a line-up of 
northern Europe vs. the rest of the world 
as follows: Rear Adm. Niblack (Ameri- 
can), 45 votes; Capt. Reinius (Swedish), 
33 votes; Rollet de L’Isle (French), 29 
votes; Capt. Scott-Hansen (Norwegian), 
13 votes. 5 

A cablegram has just ‘been sent out from 
Monaco calling for a second ballot, the 
votes to be counted on March 1, when a 
plurality will elect. The American candi- 
date is well in the lead and the result will 
be watched with much interest. 

The vacancy was caused by the resigna- 
tion of Capt. Muller of the Norwegian 
navy (retired). The other two directors 
are Vice Adm. Sir John Perry of the Brit- 
ish navy (retired) and Rear Adm. Pfaff of 
the Netherlands navy (retired). The board 
of three, as well as the secretary-general, 
Capt. Spicer-Simson, British navy (re- 
tired) was elected in London to serve five 
years. As Great Britain also has 17 
votes, it gives her great authority in di- 
recting the affairs of the bureau, and her 
votes, if cast for the American candidate, 
would have given the necessary majority. 

As originally organized. the bureau was 
not under the League of Nations, but was. 
subsequent to the joining of the United 
States, put under its auspices by a ma- 
jority vote of the twenty-one states then 
comprising the bureau. Two other states, 
Poland and Uruguay, have indicated their 
intention to join, but have not yet com- 
pleted the formalities. 

The United States is second in the 
amount of hydrographic work done for 
the benefit of the world, and nine coun- 
tries, by their votes, have shown that 
they consider it their policy to entrust 
the direction of the international organi- 
zation to a wider representation than to 
a limited area, the original board being 
from the North Sea-Baltic region. The 
contest on the second ballot will again 
resolve itself into northern Europe vs. the 
other members. It is understood that the 
American candidate was supported by the 
United States, Japan, China, Spain, Por- 
tugal and four of the Southern American 
states which are members of the bureau. 


RECRUITING POLICY FOR 
U.S. NAVY IS SELECTED 


APPROVAL has been given by the Secre- 

tary of the Navy to a general policy 
recommended by the General Board for 
conducting the recruiting service of the 
Navy. Emphasis is laid upon the impor- 
tance of selecting recruiting officers and 
petty officers with special fitness for re- 
cruiting duty. It is also urged that re- 
cruiting officers should carefully examine 
the character of the recruits and should 
not make misleading promises to recruits. 
The instructions by the General Board 
said in part: 

“Recruiting officers should never be per- 
mitted to forget that quality rather than 
quantity is the desideratum. Let it be 
known and thoroughly understood that the 
Navy is in no sense a reform institution, 
and that boys and men in need of reform 
will not knowingly be enlisted. When it 
becomes knowa in the community that the 
character of the naval personnel is of high 
order and only the specially fit will be 
taken, the board believes that the neces- 
sarv quantity will be obtained readily. 

“While it is not advisable to fix a stand- 
ard of education. the recruit certaialy 
should have sufficient education to be able 
to read, write and do a certain amount of 
elementary arithmetic. 

“The duties and responsibilities that the 
recruit takes upon himself when he signs 
the articles of enlistment and the sanctity 





of the oath taken should be fully explained, 
Under no circumstances should there be a 
slurring over of any points on a plea of 
lack of time. It should be remembered that 
every recruit who stays in the Service and 
develops good material is worth two or 
three who do not stay or later have to be 
discharged for unsuitability.” 


NATIONAL GUARD COURSE 
AT THE SERVICE SCHOOLS 


‘THERE Were approximately 100 Na- 

tional Guard officers on Dec. 31, 1923, 
who have indicated that they will attend 
the course which will be given at the In. 
fantry School, Fort Benning, Ga., begin- 
ning Feb. 25 and concluding on May 29, 
It is expected that by the time instruction 
in this course begins there will be about 
120 National Guard officers enrolled in 
the course. 

During this same period a course of in- 
struction will be held at the Tank School, 
Camp Meade, Md. Only those officers be- 
longing to Tank units will be sent to the 
Tank School. It is expected that about 
ten officers will take this instruction. 

Beginning on March 15 and concluding 
June 15 the Signal Corps School, Camp 
Vail, N.J., will hold a course of instruc- 
tion for Infantry officers belonging to head- 
quarters units of the National Guard. 
About fifteen officers will be ordered to 
undergo this instruction. 

From March 15 to, June 15 about ten 
Field Artillery officers of the National 
Guard will attend the second course for 
Field Artillery officers at Fort Sill, Okla. 


EXAMINATIONS APRIL 14 
COMMISSIONS IN ARMY 


CANDIDATES for appointment to sec- 

ond lieutenancies in the Army are re- 
quired to be members of the National 
Guard or the Organized Reserve, or war- 
rant officers or enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army. Civilians without military ex- 
perience, however, may take the examiza- 
tions to be held throughout the country 
April 14, provided they first join the Or- 
ganized Reserve. Candidates must be be- 
tween 21 and 30 years of age. 

Honor graduates of distinguished col- 
leges designated by the Secretary of War 
are eligible for the examinations under spe- 
cial regulations, being required to undergo 
only the physical and moral tests.

NAVY PAYMASTER URGES 
NEED OF APPOINTMENTS 


RECOMMENDING that the Supply 
Corps “be filled to its authorized 


strength by graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy, beginning with the class of 1924,” or 
that if they cannot be spared, appoint- 
ments be made from civil life. the annual 
report of Rear Adm. David Potter, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, was made 
public on Dec. 3. It declares that there 
has been only one appointment made since 


December, 1921, and that it is advisable f 


that a number of junior officers be com- 
missioned annually. 

The report tells of an important reduc 
tion in the average cost of the Navy ra- 
tion. which was reduced to $0.495. Credit 
is given to officers of the Supply Corps at- 
tached to vessels. Surplus clothing o2 
hand, accumulated during the war, was 
reduced to the value of $3,000,000. 

During the year Navy vessels consumed 
355.396.78 tons of coal, valued at $2.870,- 
039.30. The coal strike handicapped the 
accumulation of the Navy’s coal supply 
seriously. 

The purchasing division placed order$ 
totaling $43.606,309.91 during the year 
The other portions of the report are largé 
ly technical.

Revenue Bureau Denies 
Appeal for Officers 
by Finance Chief 





MAY APPEAL TO COURTS 





DURING the past seven months, the 
Chief of Finance has been making ex- 
tensive efforts to convince the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue that quarters in kind, or 
the rental allowance in lieu thereof are 
no part of the pay, compensation or emolu- 
ments of an officer and should not be in- 
cluded as gross income for the purpose of 
taxation. 

In his effort to adjust this matter of 
taxation, the Chief of Finance was ably 
assisted by Lt. Col. William A. Graham, 
J.A.G.D., on duty in the Quartermaster 
General’s Office, and who is an expert on 
Income Tax problems. On June 28, 1923, 
Brig. Gen. Kenzie W. Walker, Chief of 
Finance, addressed the following communi- 
cation to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue: 

1. In connection with the preparation of 
regulations for the information of the 
Army personnel relating to Income Tax 
covering the calendar year 1923, it is de- 
sired to bring to your attention certain 
facts pertaining to the living conditions of 
the Army personnel with a view to secur- 
ing your approval of the promulgation of 
regulations for the calendar year 1923 to 
the effect that quarters furnished in kind 
and the rental allowance in lieu thereof 
are not to be included in the personnel re- 
turn in reporting income. See attached 
copy of Circular No. 10, War Dept., 1923, 
on the subject of Income Tax for the calen- 
dar year 1922, as approved Jan. 27, 1923. 

2. Under the Income Tax law and regula- 
tions it is apparent that the test as to 
whether or not quarters furnished in kind, 
or the rental allowance in lieu thereof, 
is taxable as income, depends whether the 
person who is furnished iiving quarters, or 
a rental allowance for such purpose, re- 
ceives the same as compensation for ser- 
vices rendered, or whether the same are 
furnished by an employer for his conveni- 
ence, and not as a part of the compensa- 
tion of the employee. If quarters or a 
rental allowance in lieu thereof are fur- 
nished as compensation for services ren- 
dered, it is income and therefore taxable; 
but, on the other hand, if they are fur- 
nished for the convenience of the employer 
and not as a part of the compensation of 
the employee, it is not income and there- 
fore not taxable. 


RESIDENCE REQUIRED 


8. Under existing law and regulations, 
an officer of the Army is required, irrespec- 
tive of his desires in the matter, to occupy 
the public quarters assigned to him at a 
post, and cannot live in any other quar- 
ters, there or elsewhere. Being required 
by the orders of the Government to be at 
a certain place designated as his station in 
order to perform his duty, he must live 
there under such conditions and in such 
quarters as the Government prescribes. If 
he is ordered to take station at a place 
where no public quarters are available, he 
is furnished a rental allowance in lieu of 
quarters in kind for the purpose, and for 
that alone, of securing living quarters for 
himself, in order that he may be at the 
<4 designated as his station, at which 
he required to be in order to perform his 

uty. 

4. An officer’s occupancy of living quar- 
ters at his duty station is not a matter of 
his own choosing, or over which he has 
any control whatever. It is a necessary 
and inseparable incident to the perform- 
ance of his duty. It is contended the forced 
occupancy of public quarters, or forced 
rental of living quarters for which the Gov- 
ernment pays, is no part of an officer’s 
compensation for services and is not an 
emolument which under the law can right- 
fully be considered as a part of his in- 
come. .The courts have passed upon both 
phases of this question in Smith v. Jack- 
son, 241 Fed. Rep. 747, and McCoy v. 
Handlin, (S.D.) LRA 1915 B. 

. There is attached hereto a brief on 
this subject, prepared by Lt. Col. William 
A. Graham, an officer of the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department of the Army, 
and it is requested that careful considera- 
tion be given thereto and an opportunity 


afforded for a representative of this office 
to appear personally before the person or 
persons who may be called upon to decide 
the question before final action is taken 
thereon. Col. F. W. Coleman, Assistant 
Chief of Finance, U.S. Army, Telephone- 
War Department, Branch 1,254, has been 
designated as the representative of this 
office to appear in the matter. 


REPLY RECEIVED 


On Jan. 10, 1924, a reply from the Bu- 
reau was received, and although the view 
held by the Finance Department is not ac- 
ceted by the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
it is believed that the condition of the case 
is extremely favorable for an appeal to 
the federal courts. 

Tht Bureau of Internal Revenue holds 
to the opinion that quarters in kind and 
rental allowances in lieu thereof consti- 
tute compensation for personal services 
rendered ; that since these allowances vary 
in value and amount according to rank, 
“there would appear to be some relation” 
between them and services performed; 
that there is no distinction in principle be- 
tween barracks furnished to enlisted men. 
bunk houses furnished to miners; and 
quarters furnished to officers, each hav- 
ing “received something in money or 
money’s worth of a personal nature which, 
if it had not been furnished, would of 
necessity have had to be purchased.” The 
enlisted man and the miner are not taxed, 
however, because of “the relatively small 
sums involved and the difficulty of deter- 
mining the ratable cash value”; the offi- 
cer, on the other hand, is taxed, because 
the values are considerable and easily as- 
certainable. 

The Chief of Finance takes the position 
that quarters in kind, and allowances in 
lieu thereof form part of the overhead ex- 
pense of the Government in maintaining 
the Army, and that they are operation ex- 
penses which have always been assumed by 
the Government just as the furnishing of 
tents and transportation in the field have 
always been so assumed. In the opinion 
of the Chief of Finance, the able résumé 
of the regulative and legislative history of 
the quarters, heat and light allowances as 
prepared by Capt. W. P. Montgomery, J. 
A.G.D., fully demonstrates the ‘“over- 
head” nature of these allowances from the 
date of the first Army Regulation (1813) 
down to the present time. 

The proposal has now been made to 
make test of a concrete case which will be 
first presented to the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, and in the event of disallowal to the 
Court of Claims. Recourse to the courts, 
it is confidently believed, will result in the 
relief of officers of the different services 
from a burden of taxation which the Fi- 
nance Department holds is not warranted 
under the law. 

While quarters furnished in kind and 
the rental allwance in lieu thereof must 
continue to be included in an officer’s gross 
income for taxation purposes until the 
matter is finally disposed of by the courts, 
it is recommended to all officers that in 
rendering their income tax returns the 
amount of tax paid on account of these 
items carry with it a statement that the 
amount is paid under protest. 





ACTIVITIES OF PUBLIC 
WORKS OF THE NAVY 


PROPOSALS were Opened Jan. 9, 1924, 

for remodeling quarters for Marine 
officers at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., for 
additions to the barracks at the naval 
radio station, Cape Hatteras, N.C., for re- 
modeling quarters and a new boat house 
at the naval radio compass station, Poy- 
ner’s Hill, N.C., and for underpinning 
foundation of the Navy Department Office 
Building, Washington, D.C. 

Contracts awarded during the past week 
include enclosing elevator shafts at the 
naval hospital, Norfolk, Va., for $3,648, 
and for an automatic telephone system at 
the U.S. Veterans’ Hospital, Tupper Lake, 
N.Y., for $6,989. 

A preliminary report has been received 
from the naval air station, Pensacola, Fla., 
giving results of experiments made to de- 
termine a practical method of closing 
openings between concrete sheet piles of 
the quay wall. When the quay wall was 
constructed it was found difficult, on ac- 
count of old subaqueous construction, to 
drive the sheet piles accurately, and as a 
result the fine sand existing in this lo- 
eality filtered through cracks in the piling, 
thus permitting marine borers to attack 
the wood piling and platform construction 
on the shore side. e report just re- 
ceived indicates that the method tried at 
the instance of the Bureau was proven 
successful and practicable, and work will 
be continued on this basis.

Madden Would Reduce 
Number Midshipmen 
Appointed 





ACADEMY DEFENDED 





TN a hearing before the House Commit- 

tee on Naval Affairs, Rear Adm. An- 
drew T. Long, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, and Rear Adm. Henry B. Wil- 
son, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, urged that each member of Congress 
be authorized to appoint five midshipmen, 
while Chairman Madden of tht House 
Committee on Appropriations submitted a 
letter in support of his bill (H.R. 4131), 
fixing the number of appointments to the 
Academy at three. Secretary of the Navy 
Denby sent a letter to the Committee in 
which he proposed a compromise of four 
midshipmen for each member of Congress. 

Both Adm. Long and Adm. Wilson urged 
strongly that the present number of mid- 
shipmen be continued. They stated that 
the plant at Annapolis was large enough 
to take care of the present corps, and that 
the overhead expenses of the Academy 
would not be reduced materially if the 
Madden bill were passed. Even if only a 
part of the midshipmen remained in the 
active Navy the graduates of the Acad- 
emy would be a great asset to the nation 
in the event of war. They also declared 
that the staff corps, with the exception of 
the Medical Corps, could be filled from the 
Academy. 

Mr. Madden repeated the old argument 
that there is a surplus of officers in the 
Navy because the Navy is not enlisted up 
to its authorized strength. He did not 
take into consideration the changes of con- 
ditions in the Navy since the establish- 
ment of the four per cent. basis for com- 
missioned officers. ; 

Adm. Wilson was questioned by Chair- 
man Butler as to the policy of allowing 
midshipmen to re-enter the Academy after 
they had resigned. Adm. Wilson said that 
this was allowed in some classes. 

Slapping the desk with a resounding 
whack, Chairman Butler exclaimed, “Well, 
we are not going to permit it any more, 
in a bill that will be reported out of this 
Committee. Once they resign, they will 
not be permitted to come back.” 

Representative Britten questioned the 
witnesses quite frequently as to the advis- 
ability of filling the staff corps of the 
Navy from the Academy. The member 
from Illinois indicated quite clearly that 
he was in favor of this policy. He said 
he would do this in the case of the Civil 
Engineers as well as of the Supply Corps. 


SECRETARY DENBY’S COMPROMISE 


In his letter Secretary Denby recom- 
mended “that the bill (H.R. 4131), be so 
amended as to allow at the Naval Acad- 
emy four midshipmen for each Senator, 
Representative and Delegate in Congress, 
and in addition, the number now fixed by 
law from the insular possessions, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and other sources.” 

Secretary Denby continued: “The enact- 
ment of this proposed legislation would re- 
sult in the graduation of 240 midshipmen 
each year. This figure has been very 
carefully worked out and is considered ac- 
curate. Prior to the war the yearly rate 
of attrition of officers of the line was three 
and one-half per cent. Since the war the 
rate of attrition has been slightly above 
five per cent. If a mean between these two 
rates were taken as the yearly rate of at- 
trition to be expected in the future then, 
in order to replace losses of the line only, 
a graduating class of 234 would be re- 
quired each year. Thus the number pro- 
vided for above would slightly more than 
replace the yearly loss. 

“However, the Construction Corps de- 
sires to draw its entire strength from the 
graduates of the Naval Academy; the 
Civil Engineer Corps has drawn part of 
its strength from the Naval Academy, and 
both that Corps and the Supply Corps de- 
sire to draw entirely from the Naval Acad- 
emy. The authorized strength of these 
corps is 1,045 and would demand 44 offi- 
cers for replacement for each year. Fur- 
ther, the Marine Corps would absorb ap- 
proximately 25 members of each Naval 
Academy class. 

“It will be seen, therefore, that the grad- 
uating class of 3038 members is necessary 


each year to offset the normal losses in the 
line and the staff corps, under considerg- 
tion. If each Senator, Representative, 
and Delegate in Congress is allowed four 
appointments instead of three, as fixed in 
the bill under discussion, the number grad- 
uating from the Naval Academy each year 
will be 320. This number will replace at- 
trition in the Navy and will permit some 
discretion in the matter of accepting resig. 
nations from the younger officers.” 

Representative Butler, chairman of the 
Naval Committee, laid before the commit- 
tee a letter received from the Resident 
Commissioner of Porto Rico urging the 
committee to fix the appointments at three 
to each Senator and Representative and 
five to each Resident Commissioner. 

The bill as would be reported from the 
Appropriations Committee provides that 
one midshipman only could be appointed 
by the Resident Commissioner of Porto 
Rico. The Resident Commissioner pro 
tests against this very strongly, saying 
that “Alaska and Hawaii were still al. 
lowed to have five appointments.” 


MR. MADDEN’S ARGUMENT 


Chairman Madden of the Appropriations 
Committee said: “I feel convinced that 
three appointments for Senators and Men. 
bers would adequately meet all reasonable 
requirements. Of course, neither you nor 
I overlook the fact that on the basis of 
the enlisted strength appropriated for there 
is an excess of line officers in the Navy 
to-day of 1,099, but the Navy under the 
four per cent. law is entitled to have 5,499 
officers of the line so long as the authorized 
enlisted strength remains at 137.485. There 
were in the Navy on Nov. 1, 1923, 4,539 
officers of the line, or a shortage of 960 
on the basis of 5,499 total. 

“The Bureau of Navigation figures that 
70 per cent. of the boys entering the Naval 
Academy successfully complete the course, 
and there are now at the Academy 2,441 
students. Therefore, the output the next 
four years will make available 1,680 offi- 
cers, or 420 a year. Now as to attrition, 
last year the committee was told that it 
had averaged over a number of years 3% 
per cent. This year the committee has 
been given a figure of £9 per cent., but 
the increase is because the Department has 
pursued a more liberal policy with respect 
to resignations. If the Navy is short of 
line officers, they should curb resignations. 
That is administrative function. I feel 
that the 3.5 per cent. rate is a fair one to 
apply. Using that rate and commencing 
with 4,539 officers and deducting 109 on 
account of probable losses during the re- 
mainder of the year (half of the 109 most 
likely would be resignations), on July 1, 
next, there would be 4,430 officers of the 
line. Then add 420 as the next graduat- 
ing class and the same number at the end 
of the next succeeding three years, deduct- 
ing each year 3.5 per cent for attrition, 
you will find that by July, 1927, you would 
have 5.576 officers of the line er 77 in ex- 
eess of the authorized number. 

“By somewhat curbing resignations. the 
saving thereby effected, plus the 77 excess, 
would be available for assigning graduates 
to the staff corps and the Marine Corps, 
if such a course be deemed advisable or 
desirable. I know you will not be unmind- 
ful of the fact that for every hundred off- 
cers added to the line there will be allowed 
one additional rear admiral, four addi 
tional captains, seven additional command 
ers, and so on. 

“With three appointments and the poter 
tial income from other sources, as many 
as 100 annually from the ranks alone be 


ing permissible, the outgo, according t0 
the Department’s figures, should not fall 
below 240. Having the full number by 
July, 1927, the separations would thet 


run 190 or thereabouts, and there would 
be an income of 240. or about 50 in excess 
of requirements, and these would be avail- 
able for staff corps and Marine Corns. 

“In view of the foregoing, I still feel 
convinced that three appointments for Sen- 
ators and Members would adequately meet 
all reasonable requirements.”

grounds, will be subject to dismissal forth- 
with from the United States Naval Acad- 
emy and the Naval Service.” 





24TH INFANTRY MAKES

SINCE JUNE 1 ,1923, the 24th Infantry, 
U.S.A., Col. Benjamin P. Nicklin, com- 
manding, has lost by discharge 553 en- 
listed men.

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AN EXAMPLE TO BE FOLLOWED 


HE Senate and House of Representa- 

tives of the ninth legislature of the state 
of Oklahoma, assembled in extraordinary 
session, passed a resolution which sets an 
excellent example of proper interest in ade- 
quate national defense, and determination 
to show each member of Congress from 
Oklahoma that the sentiment of that state 
is in favor of spending sufficient money to 
continue the development called for by the 
National Defense act, the only military 
policy the United States has ever pos- 
sessed. 

The Secretary of War, in his annual re- 
port, plainly demonstrates that last year’s 
appropriations were insufficient to carry 
out the policies laid down by this act. In 
this report the Secretary very clearly 
shows, from a strictly business point of 
view, that the United States needs the 
National Defense act, and that it can af- 
ford to appropriate the money necessary 
for its development. 

Last year, Congress saw fit to reduce 
the amounts allotted to the War Depart- 
ment by the Bureau of the Budget. It 
was a well-known fact that the totals as 
sent to Congress by the Director of the 
Budget were considerably below the mini- 
mum needed if national defense was to be 
developed under our one and only military 
policy. 

The Secretary of War, in last year’s re- 
port, clearly pointed out that the amounts 
given his department were entirely inatle- 
quate, and only could be excused upon the 
ground of urgent necessity for the greatest 
economy: He furthermore pointed out that 
while such an expedient would save money 
for the time being, in the end it would 
cause a loss, as is inevitably the case when 
there are insufficient funds for adequate 
maintenance of a plant, let alone develop- 


ment. 
The amounts allowed under the Direc- 


tor of the Budget’s report to Congress this 


year are again less than the minimum nec- 
essary for adequate maintenance. 

While the necessity for economy still 
exists, the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury shows that it is no longer as 
urgent as was the case last year. 

The report of the Secretary of War 
shows not only that the proper develop 
ment of national defense has been delayed, 
but that our military plant has materially 
deteriorated, as was predicted in his re- 
port of more than a year ago. 

In other words, the time has come when 
Congress must recognize that the military 
establishments, and this includes both the 
Army and the Navy, must have adequate 
funds to prevent further deterioration of 
plant, to restore both plants to a proper 
standard of efficiency, and to carry on the 
logical, economical and necessary develop- 
ment essential if we are to have sane na- 
tional defense. 

The action of the Senate and House of 
Oklahoma, in calling attention of the Con- 
gressmen from Oklahoma to this necessity, 
is an example which, if followed by other 
state legislatures, cannot fail to produce 
adequate national defense by carrying on 
the development provided for by the Na- 
tional Defense act. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE VS. POLITICS 


RECENT letter to the Chicago Daily 

News from a resident of Ottawa, Kan- 
sas, so clearly defines the attitude of some 
of the representatives of that state in the 
Senate and House, and the urgent necessity 
to bring about a correction in their point 
of view, that it is to be sincerely hoped 
that each one of them may have received 
a copy. 

The letter is excellent, in that it states 
an undesirable condition and proposes a 
remedy. 

The leading paragraph states the unde- 
sirable condition: “My state of Kansas 
has long been woefully and destructively 
optimistic and delinquent in its attitude 
toward war preparation.” The remedy 
proposed is direct and to the point, that 
the Senators and Representatives of this 
state who have bad records with respect to 
national defense be defeated when they 
next come up for election. 

Senator Capper is the first one men- 
tioned. It is pointed out that as his term 
expires this year, the present is an excel- 
lent time at which to obtain from him a 
pledge to support such appropriations as 
are necessary to carry out the recommen- 
dations made by the highest authorities in 
the military services, by showing him that 
a failure to comply will mean a failure to 
return him to the Senate. 

Senator Curtis is also named as one 
who should be disciplined, while the fact 
is regretfully pointed out that he cannot 
be reached for another three years. 

Mr. Anthony is particularly singled out 
because of his powerful posiffon as chair- 
man of the War Department sub-commit- 
tee of the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, which has enabled him to successfully 
carry out his “penny-wise and pound- 
foolish cheese-paring policy of cutting 
Army appropriations to such an extent as 
to make it impossible to maintain a half- 
way efficient defense.” 

As Mr. Anthony must face his constitu- 
ents this year, the opportunity exists to 
make his attitude towards national de- 
fense a direct issue in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

The perennial rumors with respect to 
his having adopted a broader attitude than 
has been the case in the past are again 
being spread by his friends. 

However, this cry of “wolf” has been 
heard so often in the past that nothing 
but the most vigorous action on his part 


to bring about adequate appropriations 
will convince. 

National defense should be non-partisan. 
However, to prevent the question of poli- 
tics entering into picking a successor for 
Mr. Anthony, it should not be difficult to 
find a Republican with a° war record in 
his district who would be just as satisfac- 
tory, or even more so, to both the farm- 
ing and business interests of that district. 
Certainly, some veterans of the 35th Divi- 
sion can fulfil these conditions and at the 
same time easily take from Mr. Anthony 
the support of the veterans ia the Soldiers’ 
Home, one of the several federal institu- 
tions which have always been so carefully 
looked after by Mr. Anthony insofar as 
appropriations have been concerned.

WAR AGENCIES RELIEVE PEACE 
DISTRESS 


RECENT editorial from the Manila 

Daily Bulletin aptly illustrates the 
fact, always ignored by the pacifists and 
other enemies of our national defense, that 
the military establishments, aside from 
their use in war, accomplish great good in 
times of peace. 

The leading paragraph, “It is not often 
in the piping days of peace that one hears, 
especially here in the Philippines, more 
than faint praise of the military establish- 
ment and its methods,” would apply equal- 
ly well to cénditions in the United States. 

The editorial goes on to show that when 
the civil officials, due to local political bick- 
erings and the lack of proper facilities to 
handle an anthrax epidemic, appealed to 
the United States military authorities for 
help, the situation was promptly reversed, 
with the result that the death rate in the 
infected zones was rapidly reduced by 
more than one-half, with the consequence 
that the epidemic was stopped and is now 
well on the way to being eliminated. 

The prompt and efficient relief to the 
Japanese earthquake sufferers, given by 
both our Army and our Navy, added one 
more chapter to the many previous ones, 
where in time of flood, fire, earthquake 
and all other peace-time disasters, our Ser- 
vices have afforded help of which no other 
organization is capable. 

The discipline, training, equipment and 
organization of the Army and Navy being 
based on the necessities of war—the great- 
est emergency men can face—these Ser- 
vices are the only ones which can be re- 
lied upon when unusual conditions, caused 
by man or nature, or both, arrive, which 
utterly upset the normal conditions of life.

EXTRA CREDIT FOR WAR SERVICE. 


To THE EpITor: 

AVING been a subscriber to your val- 

ued paper for many years, during 
which time many unsuccessful attempts 
were made to pass a 25-year retirement 
law, I will endeavor to set forth my views 
on this subject, whereby every veteran of 
the World War, as well as those of past. 
wars, will derive some benefit. I believe 
this plan is without the slightest tinge of 
class legislation : 

That all enlisted men who served in 
the Army during the World War, either 
as officers or enlisted men, and who were 
honorably discharged from the Army, or 
who are now, or may hereafter re-enlist in 
the Army, be given constructive service 
for pay, allowances and retirement not to 
exceed service from April 7, 1917, to 
March 4, 1921, plus 75 per cent. of actual 
time served, provided that this act will not 
operate to reduce the pay and allowances 
now received by any enlisted man by law. 

I am inclined to believe that the above 
would appeal to all old timers as well as 
to those who wish to make the Army their 
career in the future. This would also re- 
lieve the tension which is at present ap- 
parent among the older men who are no 
longer able to continue the drive expected 
of them since the reduction of the Army.

CORPL. J. R. M., Bay City, Mich.—Apn 
eligible list of warrant officers is of no conse. 
quence at this time as no appointments are be. 
ing made and probably will not be made for 
some time unless legislation is enacted which at 
present seems improbable. 

J. R. H., Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D.C 
—tThere has been no recent change in the rank 
or pay of staff and other sergeants. As to what 
Congress will do during the session in regard 
to this matter nothing is known. . 

SERGT. J. B. J., Chicago.—On investigation 
at the office of the Surgeon General it was stated 
that the error in your initial as it appeared in 
the Army and Navy Journal was a mistake on 
the part of the stenographer in copying this list 
for publication. Your records in the War De- 
partment are all under “John B, ——————.” 
There are no vacancies in the grade of staff 
sergeant at the present time. 

‘ SERGT. J. P.—You are No. 11 on the eligible 
list for promotion to technical sergeant, Corps 
of Engineers. For your information you are 
the ranking staff sergeant at the Engineer 
School. Information as to date of your warrant 
as staff sergeant is not given out for publication, 

SERGT. L. M., La Carne, Ohio.—You are No. 
59 on the list of sergeants, Ord. Dept. 

SERGT. T. H., Watertown.—You are No. 12 
on the list of master sergeants of the Ordnance 
Department. 

SERGT. R. C. H., Governors Island, N.Y.— 
You are at the present time No. 4 on the list 
for promotion to technical sergeant. You must 
remember that in the reduction of the Army a 
number of men were demoted who were above 
you, and of course they must be absorbed before 
those below them go up for promotion. Yes, 
all soldiers are subject to the orders of their 
commanding officers. 

SERGT. A. A. W., Savanna, IIl.—You are 
No. 15 on the list of technical sergeants, Q.M.C. 
There are three of the technical sergeants above 
you who held commissions during the World 
War. A roster of the first three grades will 
not be published until after examinations are 
held, when new eligible lists will be prepared. 

SERGT. W. J. T., Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
—You are No. 38 on the eligible list for promo- 
tion to the grade of master sergeant, Q.M.C. 
It is contemplated holding examinations for the 
three higher grades, Q.M.C., about May 1, 1924. 
However, regulations have not as yet been pro- 
mulgated. All non-commissioned who have not 
been appointed to a higher grade prior to date 
of examinations will be required to undergo 
such examinations. 

Ww. C.—With respect to the Field Artillery, 
this is a matter which is determined by the 
organization commander. Relative to the M.T.C., 
the examination will cover the Quartermaster 
Corps as a whole and will include questions 
on motors. 

SERGT. A. J.—yYes, the Journal is pleased 
to inform you that you are carried on the 
eligible list for promotion to master sergeant. 
_J. T., Fort Washington, Md.—Only a shor 
time prior to the retirement of an enlisted man 
in the Army will the War Department conduct 
a search of his records to ascertain the correct 
date of his retirement. In some cases the 
checking up of these service records requires 
the services of one War Department clerk for 
two and three days, so you can see why the 
Department cannot afford to make these searches 
unless a man is about to retire. The Army 
and Navy Journal suggests, however, that should 
you desire to know the sailing dates of your 
service to foreign stations and arrival and de 
parture therefrom, we would be pleased to 
secure this information for you, providing you 
can give us the names of your organization 
and the approximate time you sailed. 

SERGT. J. A. H., Tientsin, China.—Under 
the circumstances cited in your letter you are 
upon honorable discharge from your current 
enlistment entitled to travel pay to Toledo, Ohio. 
There is no specific decision of the Comptroller 


as to the rights of enlisted men, but the Comp- 
troller’s decision of March 3, 1921, is held 
to establish the principle that, when anyone 
is denied travel pay upon a discharge given 


for the purpose of re-entry into the Service 
under a new contract, he becomes entitled upon 
a subsequent discharge to travel pay to the 
place of his prior entry into the Service. 

CORPL. V. J. H.. Corozal, C.Z.—You will be 
unable to secure a discharge for the convenience 
of the Government, and the only way you can 
secure your release from the military service 
is by purchase, which will cost you $150. It 
would not be required of you to obtain em- 
ployment in civil life to purchase your discharge 
under these conditions. 

Cc. H. P., Kansas City, Mo.—The enrolment 
in these Army correspondence courses is volut- 
tary, and the following are eligible for enrol- 
ment in courses offered in their branches: 
(a) Personnel of the Officers and Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps. (b) Personnel of the National 
Guard who may individually volunteer to take 
these courses in addition tol their required Na- 
tional Guard duties. (c) Qualified civilians, 
if facilities for instruction are available. You 
would come under Par. (c), and the Journal 
suggests that, should you desire to enroll for 
one of these courses, you submit your applica- 
tion to the corps area commander in whose area 
you reside. 

A. M. writes: May an officer be placed on 
the unlimited retired list under the provisions 
of Sec. 24 (b) of National Defense act, on his 
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own application, upon completion of ten years’ 
service, as granted to officers under Class B 
dassification with 2% per centum of his active 
ay multiplied by the number of complete years 
of commissioned service? 

Answer: With respect to your letter, Par. 10, 
sec. 3, of A.R. 605-245 reads as_ follows: 
“Whenever an officer is placed in Class B, a 
poard of not less than three officers shall be 
snvened to determine whether such classifica- 
tion is due to his neglect, misconduct or avoid- 
sble habits. If the finding is affirmative, he 
shall be discharged from the Army; if negative, 
he shall be placed’ on the unlimited retired’ list 
with pay at the rate.of 2% per centum of his 
active pay multiplied by the number of com- 
Jete years of commissioned service, or service 
which under the provisions of this act is 
counted as its equivalent, unless his total com- 
missioned service or equivalent service shall be 
less than 10 years, in which case he shall be 
honorably discharged with one year’s pay.” 

G. W. E. S., Cincinnati, Ohio, asks: As a 
Reserve officer I was on duty two weeks at 
camp. In order that I may make a correct 
income tax return, I should like to know if 
or pay and allowances are subject to in-

come tax. Will you be so kind as to advise 
me on this matter? — 

Answer: Yes, this pay and allowances are 


subject to an income tax. 

L. S. T.—Deductions for the U.S. Soldiers’ 
Home ceased on May 11, 1908. 

CORPL. J. M. W., Fort Des Moines, Ia.— 
Neither marriage or grade has anything to do 
with commutation or per diem allowance on 
subsistence or lodging. If you are not fur- 
nished subsistence or allowance in kind, you 
are entitled to commutation.

PROMOTIONS AND 
RETIREMENTS 


RIG. GEN. FRED W. SLADEN, U.S. 

A., selected for appointment as major 
general on Jan. 19, 1924, vice Maj. Gen. 
Walter H. Gordon, retired at his own re- 
request, has a dinstinguished record of ser- 
vice. He was born in Massachusetts and 
graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 1890 and 
was assigned to the Infantry, with which 
his earlier service was at Vancouver Bar- 
racks, Wash. From 1898 to 1900 Gen. 
Sladen served on the staff of Gen. Otis, 
during which period he performed various 
duties and participated in several engage- 
ments in the Philippines. His further 
service prior to the World War comprised 
assignment as instructor of tactics at the 
U.S.M.A., duty with regiment at Vancou- 
ver Barracks. detail on the General Staff, 
(commandant of Cadets at the U.S.M.A.,, 
and duty with troops in Chins. During 
the World War, Gen. Sladen, among other 
duties, served for a few months in the office 
of the Chief of Staff of the Army, during 
which period he was appointed a brigadier 
general of the National Army. In March 
of 1918 he was assigned to the command 


‘of the 5th Infantry Brigade, 3d Division, 


with which he remained throughout its 
campaigns, receiving the following cita- 
tions: 


Distinguished Seryice Cross: “For extraor- 
dinary heroism in action near Ferme de la 
Madeleine, France, Oct. 14, 1918. Although 
almost exhausted from forty-eight hours of con- 
tinuous duty without rest of any kind, Gen. 
Sladen, upon learning that the front line was 
held up by enemy machine-gun fire, proceeded 
to the advanced position through three kilome- 
ters of severe artillery fire. Upon arrival he 
found that the battalion commander had been 
killed and the unit badly disorganized and inter- 
mingled. He personally reorganized the troops 
under the terrific machine-gun and shell: fire, 
reconnoitered the enemy’s positions, and 
launched the advance anew. While engaged in 
this perilous mission he fainted from exhaus- 
tion, but upon being revived refused to be 
evacuated, and continued in the work of re- 
organizing and stabilizing the line at this criti- 
cal period. Due to his efforts the action was 
carried to a successful conclusion in the face 
of apparently insurmountable difficulties.” 

Distinguished Service Medal: “For exception- 
ally meritorious and distinguished services. 
While commanding the 5th Infantry Brigade in 
the battle of the Marne in July and in the 
Argonne operations in France in October, 1918, 
he demonstrated conspicuous qualities of ability 
and leadership. The successes that attended 
the operations of his brigade were influenced 
greatly by his energy, skill and courage as 4 
commander.” 

He also received the Croix de Guerre 
with palm, Croce al Merito di Guerra 
(Italian), Cross of Officer of the Legion 
of Honor (French). Upon organization 
of the American Forces in Germany, Gen. 
Sladen was detailed to command the Ist 
Brigade. He was appointed a permanent 
brigadier general in July, 1920, and was 
subsequently detailed to his present duty 
as Superintendent at West Point. 


Co. BEAUMONT B. BUCK, Inf., U.S. 
A., an officer of distinguished service, 
whose last post of duty was at San An- 
tonio, Texas, was retired for age Jan. 16, 
1924, Col. Buck during the World War 
served with the A.E.F. as a temporary 
brigadier general and major general. He 
was awarded 5 
Cross for extraordinary heroism in ac- 
tion in France while brigadier general in 
command of the 2d Infantry Brigade, 1st 
Division. The citation says: 

“Before and during the attack on Berzy- 
le-Sec, France, July 21, 1918, he displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and heroic leader- 
ship of his command. When most of the 
oficers of his brigade had fallen, Gen. 
Buck, with contempt of personal danger 
and in spite of heavy artillery bombard- 
ment and machine gun fire, traversed the 
front of his advancing forces, gave correct 
directions to his organization commanders, 
and led the first wave of the culminating 
attack which stormed and captured the 
town.” 

Col. Buck was born in Mississippi, Jan. 
16, 1860, and is a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., class of 1885, when he was assigned 
to the 16th Infantry. His first duty was 
on the frontier at Laredo, Texas. During 
the war with Spain he served as a major 
of the 2d Texas Volunteers and subse- 
quently, among other duties, served in the 
Philippines and as an instructor at the 
Army War College and with the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard. He went on a 
confidential mission to Peking, China, in 
In June, 1917, he went to France in 
command of the 19th Infantry and was 
present with French troops in an offen- 
sive. He was placed in command of the 
2d Infantry Brigade, 1st Division, in Oc- 
tober, 1917, in the Somervilliers sector,

when the first American blood was shed in 
France. The brigade underwent intensive 
training and active trench warfare in vari- 
ous sectors and when reinforced by other 
units of the 1st Division executed the first 
All-American offensive of the war, captur- 
ing and holding Cantigny. 

In the Aisne-Marne offensive, July 18 to 
21, the 2d Brigade, under Gen. Buck, made 
five distinct attacks and captured and held 
all its objectives. It captured 40 cannon, 
2,000 prisoners, large numbers of machine 
guns, ete., and loit 105 commissioned offi- 
cers and 4,000 men in killed and wounded. 
These losses being so heavy, Gen. Buck 
found it necessary personally to conduct 
the attack on Berzy-le-Sec. For this he 
was awarded the D.S.C., the decoration of 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor and 
Croix de Guerre with palm. 

After being appointed major general, 
Aug. 8, 1919, he reorganized the 3d Divi- 
sion, participated in the St. Mihiel- offea- 
sive, Sept. 12-14, and for the next twenty- 
one days in front lines delivering continu- 
ous attack against the Germans, driving 
them steadily back towards Sedan. Col. 
Buck was made commander of the Legion 
of Honor, French, and received the Crosa 
of Merit from the Italian government. He 
is a Ropal Arch Mason, a Scottish Rite 
Mason, thirty-second degree, and Shriner. 

Gen. Buck had previously requested re- 
tirement on Dec. 6, 1922, but he withdrew 
his application and the order issued on 
Sept. 9, 1922, was revoked. The order re- 
tiring Col. Buck, to take effect Aug. 8, 
1923, upon his own application, was with- 
drawn on July 27, by S.O/W.D. No. 174, 
on Col. Buck’s application. 


OL. SAMUEL D. ROCKENBACH, 

Inf., U.S.A., appointed a brigadier gen- 
eral on Jan. 11, 1924, vice Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam P. Burnham, retired on Jan. 10 on 
account of the age limit, has an excellent 
record. He was born in Virginia and en- 
tered the Army as a second lieutenant of 
Cavalry from civil life on Aug. 1, 1891, 
having graduated from the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute. Among other duties he 
served in Cuba and Porto Rico in 1898, 
and was in Cuba from 1900 until 1922. 
From 1905 to 1909 he served as a major 
with the Philippine Scouts. In 1914 he 
went to Europe as military observer with 
German armies in the field, from which 
duty he returned in 1915. He served as 
base Q.M. of the Laredo district during 
the border concentration of 1916. Col. 
Rockenbach departed for France as a mem- 
ber of Gen. Pershing’s staff in May, 1917. 
From June to December, 1917, he com- 
manded Base Section No. 1 at St. Na- 
zaire. In December, 1917, he was ordered 
to General Headquarters as chief of the 
Tank Corps. He was appointed a tempo- 
rary brigadier general in June, 1918. In 
February, 1919, the combat duty of the 
Tank Corps having ceased, he was again 
placed in command of Base Section No. 1 
at St. Nazaire. He returned to the United 
States in August, 1919, and was detailed 
as chief of the Tank Corps at Camp 
Meade. Md. Upon the absorption of the 
Tank Corps by the Infantry, Col. Rocken- 
bach continued in command of the Tank 
Center at Camp Meade, Md. 

‘He was awarded the D.S.M. with the 
following citation:

exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
services. As quartermaster of Base 
No. 1, St. Nazaire, from June to De- 
1917, he rendered especially valuable 
services. Confronted with a problem of great 
magnitude, befraught with serious difficulties, 
he went about his task with keen determination, 
and by his energy and great zeal organized and 
efficiently operated the first American base in 
France. Later, as chief of the Tank Corps, by 
his tireless energy and keen determination, he 
established schools of training for tank person- 
nel and laid the foundation for the organiza- 
tion of the tank units. He ably directed the 
operations of the tanks with the 1st Army and 
contributed in a measure to the success at- 
tained.” 


He has in addition the following for- 
eign decorations: The British Order of 
the Bath, the French Legion of Honor and 
the French Croix de Guerre with palm. 
He was graduated from the Army War 
College in 1912.

ITZIUS.—Lt. Col. Henry P. Ritzius, 

U.S.A., a well known officer of the old 
Army, and a veteran of the Civil and In- 
dian Wars, died at Denver, Colo., Jan. 
2, 1924. He was born in Prussia, Jan. 
8, 1839, and at the outbreak of the Civil 
War in the United States, enlisted in the 
Sth New York State Militia. He re-en- 
listed in the 52d N.Y. Volunteers Sept. 17, 
1861, and subsequently served therein as 
second and first lieutenant, captain and 
major, and was honorably mustered out 
July 1, 1865. He was next appointed a 
first lieutenant in the 7th U.S. Veteran 
Infantry, serving therein until honorably 
mustered out on April 30, 1866. He served 
in the Army of the Potomac during the 
Civil War and participated in the battles 
of Fair Oaks, Peach Orchard, Savage 
Station, White Oak Swamp, Malvern Hill, 
Antietam, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
Mine Run, Wilderness, Po River, Spott- 
sylvania, North Anna, Tolopotomy, Cold 
Harbor, siege of Pittsburgh, action at 
Strawberry Plains, and battles of Deep 
Bottom end Ream’s Station. Subsequently 
he served in various expeditions in Indian 
Territory, Dakota and Montana, and else- 
where. Col. Ritzius, entered the Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant, 39th Infan- 
try in October, 1867. He was transferred 
to the 25th Infantry in 1869, and was re- 
tired March 2, 1899, for disability in the 
line of duty. His last active duty before 
retirement was as acting Indian agent at 
San Carlos, Ariz. 


IEFPKE.—Herman Siefke, 33, a _ well- 

known lawyer and a veteran of the 
World War, died Jan. 8 at his home, 246 
75th street, Brooklya, N.Y. He was born 
in New York city, the son of Wilhelmina 
and the late Herman Siefke, and made 
his home in Brooklyn for thirty years. He 
was educated in Princeton University, 
graduating as honor man in 1912, and in 
1915 he graduated from the Harvard Law 
School. He was a member of the Phi Beta 
Kappa of Princeton. He was a deacon of 
the Lutheran Church of the Good Shep- 
herd. He served during the war as a lieu- 
tenant in the Navy and was assigned to 
the South Carolina until the close of the 
war, when he was transferred to a South 
Brooklyn receiving ship. He was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Rabenold and Scrib- 
ner, 61 Broadway, Manhattan. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, Marjorie Piper-Siefke, 
one daughter, Marie, and a son, Frederick.

YOST.— Maj. Philip Yost. U.S.A.,_ re- 

tired, died at Canton, Ohio, Jan. 11, 
1924. He was born in Ohio Dec. 21, 1871, 
and entered the Army as a first lieutenant, 
Artillery Corps, in March, 1902, having 
previously served as an officer in the Sth 
Ohio Infantry. in the war with Spain, and 
as a first lieutenant of the 47th U.S. Vol- 
unteer Infantry, during the Philippine In- 
surrection.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


A luncheon was tendered Rear Adm. William 
E. Reynolds, retiring commandant of the Coast 
Guard, on Jan. 10, at the Raleigh Hotel, Wash- 
ington, by the officers at Headquarters. Adm. 
Reynolds was retired on Jan. 11 by operation 
of law, after a service career of over forty- 
five years. He entered the service as a cadet 
in 1878, and after passing through the various 
grades reached the height of his profession on 
Sept. 4, 1919. He was the first officer of the 
Coast Guard to hold the rank of rear admiral, 
which rank was provided for by Congress Jan, 
12, 1923, as a just recognition of the Service 
which he so ably directed. 

Rear Adm, F. C. Billard, the new chief, was 
sworn in as commandant of the Coast Guard 
Jan. 11, 1924. Judge Harrington, of the Coast 
Guard, administered the oath. After assuming 
the oath of office Adm. Billard presented to 
Capt. (E) Q. B. Newman his commission as 
engineer-in-chief. All of the officers on duty 
at Headquarters and, the civilian heads of sec- 
tions attended the ceremony. 

The Secretary of the Navy has written to 
the Secretary of the Treasury a letter in which 
he commends the hearty co-operation which was 
evidenced in the assistance rendered the Bay 
Spring by the Coast Guard cutter Tallapoosa. 

Btsn. (L) Joseph Valentin, retired, formerly 
of Hammond Station, died on Dec. 16, 1923. 

On Jan. 3 a bill was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Jones, granting permission to Capt. 
Dorr F. Tozier to accept a gift from the King 
of Great Britain. 

It is the desire of Headquarters to appoint a 
limited number of gunners (radio). An ex- 
amination will be held within the next few 
months, 

Designs for proposed semi-speed and high- 
speed motor boats are approaching completion 
at Headquarters. The motor boat section of 
the Society of Automotive Engineers held «4 
special meeting at the Commodore Hotel, New 
York city, Jan. 9, for the purpose of discussing 
designs of these boats. ‘There was a general dis- 
cussion, and it is gratifying to know that the 
designs met with very general approval. A 
building program of the magnitude of that which 
has been suggested is of the utmost importance 


to the motor boat industry. Three types of 
boats are under consideration. The first is 
seventy feet long, fourteen feet beam, and 


three feet three inches draft, with two 200 H.P. 
engines. The boat is expected to develop a 
speed of about eighteen statute miles. Living 
accommodations are provided for eight men, and 
the boat is complete in every respect for con- 
tinuous duty. The second type of boat is, in 
general, of the Seabright dory pattern, thirty-six 
feet long and with habitable accommodations for 
three men. She will have about 180 H.P. and 
is expected to make eighteen miles. The third 
type is similar to the second, the chief excep- 
tion being that no living quarters or heating 
arrangements are provided, and, om account of 
the lighter weight, a speed of twenty-five miles 
is expected. All of these boats will be of heavy 
construction and entirely seaworthy in every 
respect. 





NAVY NOTES 


OVER 100 schools and colleges were 

written to by the Navy Department 
last year concerning concessions to be 
granted to the children of officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy. The co-operation 
of most of them has been secured and sub- 
stantial concessions obtained in regard to 
expenses. Several Navy children have 
been placed in school as a result of these 
arrangements and it is hoped that before 
long many more officers and men will take 
advantage of them. 


HE communication office, 9th Naval 
District, recently relayed a dispatch 
from the American Vice Consul, Apia, 
Samoa, to the Edgewater Beach Hotel, 


Chicago, commenting upon their reception 
of messages and music from the Edgewater 
Beach Hotel’s broadcasting station to the 
Bowdoin MacMillan’s North Pole Expedi- 
tion. The approximate distance from Chi- 
cago to Samoa is 7,000 miles, and it is be- 
lieved that this establishes a record for re- 
ception of radio broadcasting. 


HROUGH the publicity given the new 
course in navigation by Ens. G. A. 
Parkinson, U.S.N.R.F.-6, who is also in- 
structor in mathematics at the University 
of Wisconsin, a number of new recruits 


are being added to the Naval Reserve 
Force of Madison, Wis., unit. 


LT’: R. W. McREYNOLDS, JR., U.S.N., 

officer-in-charge of the U.S. Navy Re- 
cruiting Station, Cincinnati, Ohio, is in re- 
ceipt of a congratulatory telegram from 
the Bureau of Navigation for the splendid 
work done by that station recently. 


HE old U.S. battleship Louisiana, re- 

cently sold for old junk and which got 
adrift off the Virginia coast Jan. 5, while 
under tow for Baltimore with seven men 
aboard, was picked up at 10.30 a.m. Jan. 
7 by the Coast Guard cutter Mascoutin, 
about 75 miles due east of Cape Henry, Va. 


F the 82,355 enlisted men in the Uni- 
ted States Navy at the end of the 
fiscal year of 1923, 74,738 were native 
born and 7,617 were foreign born. Of the 
latter the largest number, 4,438, came 
from the Philippines. The next largest 
number of foreign born men were British 
subjects, there being some 720.. Of these 
Canada and England each furnish 176; 
Scotland 74, Ireland 179, British West In- 
dies 67, Australia 4, India 1, New Bruns- 
wick 13, Newfoundland 14, Nova Scotia 
22, Wales 6, and New Zealand 1. There 
are 198 Germans, 158 Austrians, 140 
Chinese, 41 Japanese, 268 Italians, 23 
Mexicans, 75 Norwegians, 2 Persians, 90 
Poles, 182 Porto Ricans, 172 Russians, 13 
Turks, 9 Syrians, 89 Swedes, 30 Holland- 
ers, 61 Hungarians, 68 Danes, 13 Armeni- 
ans and 6 Portuguese, besides quite a num- 
ber of other nationalities.

The usual conditions shortly after the opening 
of a new year hold sway at present. Year-end 
settlements in the money market have been com- 
pleted and have released a substantial .amount 
of credit. The expected let-down in trade ac- 
tivity after the holidays has, also, released ad- 
ditional credit. As happens almost every Janu- 
ary, the Federal Reserve ratfo has moved up- 
ward very pronouncedly. The release of cash 
this year has been particularly large, the last 
statement of the Federal Reserve System show- 
ing $1,632,000,000 in the cash reserve in ex- 
cess of the minimum required against existing 
deposits and circulation. 

The strong banking position has been reflected 
by easier money rates, call money dropping to 
3% per cent. last week, the lowest since Sep- 
tember, 1923. This compares with rates as high 
as 6 per cent. two weeks ago. Easier money 
rates have, in turn, been reflected in both the 
stock and bond market by good buying. Trans- 
actions on the Stock Exchange have been in 
considerable volume throughout the whole of 
the new year, and, until recently, noticeable 
strength ruled. The reaction early in the week 
Was more or less technical in its character. 


Weakness in Sterling and Francs. 


One development that is causing some con 
cern is the weakness in sterling and francs, 
French francs are quoted at about 23 to the 
dollar, the lowest ever touched in the history 
of the present Republic. Also for the first time 
- record the franc is lower than the Italian 
ira. 

A number of explanations are put forward, 
and it is probable that the combination of a 
substantial increase in the debt of France last 
year, the prospect of a further increase this 
year, the old reparations problem, the expense 
of the Ruhr occupancy, and so on, is responsible. 
In the case of the weakness in the British 
pound, specific reasons are not so easily found. 
Much of the reaction is attributed to the rise 
of a Labor Government in England and the 
uncertainty as to the manner in which the new 
Cabinet will handle affairs. In other directions, 
the situation in England is showing improve- 
ment. 


Tax Revision and the Bonus. 


At home the Mellon tax revision proposal 
holds the center of the stage. A number of 
modifications have been put forth and some op- 
position has developed along party lines. So 
far, however, the President has held firmly for 
the original plan, that of 25 per cent. as the 
maximum surtax, and it is believed he would 
veto any alteration in the key rate. The sol- 
diers’ bonus advocates seem less ardent in their 
lobbying, and there is a noticeable reaction 
throughout the country against the bonus at 
present. The need for tax relief is too urgent 
to be offset by the payment of a bonus. 


Bright Outlook for Business. 


On the whole, the legislative outlook is re 
assuring for business in 1924. Despite the 
election of a chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce who is believed to be 
rather unsympathetic toward the railroads, no 
radical modification of the Transportation act is 
believed likely. 

The decision by the Supreme Court that the 
recapture clauses of the Transportation act are 
constitutional has aided sentiment toward the 
weaker rails. As speculations, the low-priced 
rails seem to be the more attractive under pres- 
ent conditions in the market. Rail earnings 
for 1923 will amount to about 5.10 per cent. 
on property valuation, but if business holds up 
for 1924, the rate should nearer approach the 
fair return of 5.75 per cent. Heavy expendi- 
tures for maintenance are practically over, and 
a greater part of gross revenues may now be 
carried over into net. 





ENGINE TROUBLE LAYS 
UP THE CRUISER DETROIT 


HE cruiser Detroit may be laid up at 
Philadelphia for three or four months 
as the result of defects that have devel- 
oped in her turbines. A preliminary ex- 
amination developed that for some mys- 
terious reason the blades of a number of 
the turbines have been broken or bent dur- 
ing the shake-down cruise. 

This is not the first time that trouble 
has developed in turbine engines. If the 
blades are not propertly adjusted or the 
metal in them is not of the right temper 
trouble starts in the turbines and there 
appears to be no way or no system of sat- 
isfactory repairs. An attempt was made 
to straighten some of the blades that had 
been bent, but this has not met with suc- 
cess. It is possible that some of the 
blades will be sent to Annapolis for a test 
to determine whether the metal is defec-

COAST GUARD LONGEVITY 


EVERAL officers of the U.S. Coast 
Guard, headed by Lt. J. N. Heiner, on 

duty at headquarters, have consulted An- 
sell and Bailey, counsel for the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNnAL’s Legal Department, and 
are communicating with the other officers 
concerned, with a view to bringing a test 
ease in the Court of Claims to establish 
their right to count their services as ca- 
dets at the Coast Guard Academy in com- 
puting their longevity pay. It is under- 
stood that forty-odd officers of the Coast 
Guard are affected. 

Since the Hay provisions of the Appro- 
priation Acts of 1912 and 1913, prohibit- 
ing officers of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps appointed thereafter from counting 
their cadet services at West Point and An- 
napolis, a like restrictive rule has been .ap- 
plied by the Comptroller General to the 
Coast Guard officers appointed after that 
date to the Coast Guard Academy. This 
was done, presumably, on the theory that 
the law applicable to the Navy was in like 
manner and degree applicable to the Coast 
Guard officers and the Coast Guard Acad- 
emy, notwithstanding the fact that there 
is not a suggestion of statutory authority 
for the extension of such prohibitive legis- 
lation to them. 

It. Yeandle of the Coast Guard, re- 
cently submitted to the Legal Department 
several questions affecting the pay of 
Coast Guard officers, which brought forth 
responses from counsel to the following 
effect : 

(a) Coast Guard officers appointed prior 
to July 1, 1922, are entitled to count, for 
purposes of longevity pay, all their ser- 
vice as cadets, whether at the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, the U.S. Naval Academy, 
or the U.S. Coast Guard Academy, and 
whether such service was under appoint- 
ment before or after the legislation of 1912 
and 1913 prohibiting officers of the Army 
and Navy and Marine Corps from count- 
ing, for such purpose, their cadet service 
at the Military Academy or the Naval 
Academy under appointment after the date 
of such legislation. 

(b) Under the present practice of the 
Comptroller General, who feels at liberty 
to withhold from general application any 
decision made in a test case, a test case 
should of course be brought first, but each 
claimant should be prepared, immediately 
after the decision, to file his petition in 
the Court of Claims, where he can take 
quick and effective advantage of the de- 
cision made in the test case. 


MARINE CORPS TRAINING PAY CASES 


‘THE Comptroller General has disallowed 

all claims for difference in pay between 
that of the enlisted grade and $100 per 
month while in attendance at a Marine 
Corps training camp. As the Marine 
Corps was on the same pay basis as the 
Army and has heretofore received all bene- 
fits that were given to the Army, those 
concerned are now seeking to obtain the 
difference in pay through the Court of 
Claims. A test case was filed last week 
by King and King, attorneys, Washington, 
D.C. Claims should be filed as soon as 
possible to protect them from the statute of 
limitations. 


JUDGMENT AWARDED 47 CLAIMANTS 


HE Court of Claims has given judg- 

ment in 47 additional cases of Marine 
officers for uniform gratuity, under the 
Bancroft decision by the Supreme Court, 
which the Comptroller General declined to 
follow. This brings the total number of 
judgments of this class for $150 each up 
to 267. King and King, attorneys of 
Washington, D.C., appeared for the claim- 
ants. The following claims were allowed

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 1806, Mr. Hale.—For equalization of 
promotion of officers of staff corps of the Navy 
with officers of the line. 

S. 1807, Mr. Hale.—For creation of a Naval 
Reserve and a Marine Corps Reserve. 

S. 1808, Mr. Hale.—Omnibus Naval bill, simi- 
lar to H.R. 2688, which was favorably reported 
in the House on Jan. 11, ineluding the pro- 
posed new scheme of promotion in the Marine 
Corps, explained in full by Maj. Gen. Comdt. 
Lejeune, U.S.M.C., in this paper Dec. 29. 

S. 1866, Mr. Harris.—To extend, for one 
year after approval of this act, the limitations 
of time upon the issuance of Medals of Honor, 
Distinguished Service Crosses, and Distinguished 
Service Medals to persons who served in the 
Army of the United States during the World 
War. 


H.J. Res. 17, Mr. Rankin.—Expressing the 
intention of the United States to grant complete 
and absolute independence to the Philippine 
Islands and requesting the President to con- 
sider the expediency of effecting a treaty of 
recognition for said republic. 

H.J. Res. 128, Mr. McSwain.—To promote 
peace and to equalize the burdens and to minify 
the profits of war. That a commission is hereby 
created to draft and report to the President of 
the United States, who in turn shall transmit 
the same, with or without his approval, to Con- 
gress not later than the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, 1924, proposed legislation to accomplish 
in fact the principles and policies expressed in 
this resolution. ‘ 

H.J. Res. 131, Mr. Cooper of Wisconsin.— 
To enable the people of the Philippine Islands 
to form a constitution and national government 
and to provide for the recognition of their inde- 
pendence. 





H.R. 4841, Mr. Johnson of South Dakota.— 
To provide further for the national security and 
defense by authorizing, in the event of a na- 
tional emergency, the drafting of men and the 
country’s material resources. 

H.R. 4844, Mr. Bland.—To provide vocational 
training for persons who failed to commence 
training within the time prescribed in the act 
approved March 4, 1921. 

:H.R. 4983, Mr. Fulbright.—Providing for 
hospitalization, medical treatment, nursing, and 
all necessary care of disabled ex-Service men. 

H.R. 5084, Mr. Kahn.—To amend the Na- 
tional Defense act relating to retirement of 
those appointed at age greater than forty-five 
years. Insert after the words “per centum,” 
in line 27 of Sec. 24, N.D.A., the following: 
“Provided, That any officer so appointed, who 
has been or may hereafter be retired for physical 
disability incident to the Service, under the pro- 
visions of Sec. 1251, Revised Statutes, shall 
receive, from the date of such retirement, re- 
tired pay at rate of 75 per centum of his active 
pay at the time of such retirement.” 

H.R. 5085, Mr. Porter.—To promote to next 
higher grade any officer not above the grade of 
colonel, now on the retired list of the Army, 
who has served with exceptional efficiency as 
a commissioned officer on the active list for 
over forty years, participating in actual field 
service against hostile Indians, and in the Span- 
ish-American War. and who has been awarded 
either a Medal of Honor, or Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal, and who has served in France in 
tha World War, and before retirement was re- 
peatedly recommended for promotion to the 
grade of brigadier general. 

H.R. 5086, Mr. Purnell.—To repeal the laws 
authorizing the purchase of uniforms, accouter- 
ments, and equipment from the Government at 
cost by officers of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, and midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy. 

H.R. 5191, Mr. Johnson of South Dakota.— 
That officers of the Army. other than those 
holding commissions in the Regular Army, who 
have had service in the National Guard or the 
Organized Militia of any state, territory or the 
District of Columbia, who have been on active 
duty, or who hereafter may be called to active 
duty under orders of the War Department, shall 
from the beginning of said duty at any time 
since Aug. 5, 1917, receive the same pay and 
allowances as a Regular Army officer having 
same rank and length of service as said officers, 
whose prior service in National Guard and 
Organized Militia shall be counted in ascertain- 
ing his rights under this proviso.

“Born in 1890, my preliminary education was spread 
over three or four private schools, whose combined ef- 
forts just succeeded in pushing me into the Navy, in 
1905, where I remained until there was a prospect of 
specializing. ‘The possibilities of the air attracted me, 
and, after overcoming sundry difficulties, I succeeded in 
being selected for the 2d Naval Aviation Course at East- 
church in September, 1911. } . 

“The outbreak of war found me completing a period 
as assistant to the Director of the Air Department at 
the Admiralty, and on August 11 I was appointed to fit 
out and take command of some of the cross-Channel 
steamers in order to enable them to take on board sea- 
planes to carry out aerial work in the North Sea.
